Just a few days ago, Virginia 
Beach city officials experienced a 
nightmare, the likes of which may 
be compared to the legal battles the 
city is fighting to obtain Lake 
Gaston water. 

But this year's Labor Day week- 
end was really worse than a night- 
mare. It was a dangerous and costly 
reality, a cold hand wrapping its 
grasp firmly around the robust 
city's treasured Oceanfront commu- 
nity, and also threatening the rest of 
the city. And the city was scared. 

Virginia Beach has always wel- 
comed tourists to its sandy shores, 
restaurants, motels, hotels and 
lodges. But never has it hosted 
100,000 people in one weekend, the 
majority of whom were college 
students from across the country. 



Senator Says 
Beach Doesn't 
Need Greekfest

State Senator Sonny S tailings 
was among those attending Monday 
afternoon's press conference with 
Mayor Meyera Oberndorf. Follow- 
ing the conference he said: 

"I frankly think the conduct of 
this year - this is not the kind of 
activity Virginia Beach wants to 
attract. And I personally don't thiak 
any efforts should be made to en- 
courage it" 

During the press conference. 
Oberndorf said that 50 percent of 
the hundreds of arrests were com- 
prised of people living in Hampton 
Roads. 

"Doesn't matter," Stallings said. 
"We can't control it wherever its 
coming from - local, out of state, 
the area - it's too volatile a situa- 
tion. If we can't handle it, we 
shouldn't have it." 

Is any new legislation needed? 

"I don't know, I'll look at that," 
Stallings said. 



Washington 
Writer Sees 
Violence

Gail Campbell, a reporter for The 
Washington Times, said Monday 
afternoon that she had been to Vir- 
ginia Beach several times and usu- 
ally likes it. But she has not been 
impressed with her most recent 
visit. 

"I think a lot of the media is re- 
lying too heavily on city-sanitized 
press release information," Camp- 
bell said, "rather than the truth of 
what is going on in the street. 

"I think they're (the press) trying 
very diligently to (find out the 
truth) but it's much easier to go to 
a press conference. 

Will this conflict be peacefully 
resolved: 

"No, I don't think so. I think 
they've angered people so much by 
now that there's no peaceful end to 
u. I was out there last evening and I 
saw nothing but police brutality, 
no matter what the city says. I my- 
self came very close to injury from 
a police officer. 

"No, I was never warned about 
any sort of curfew or getting off the 
street; just a police officer coming 
into my face, riding on horseback, 
charging me like a calvary man, 
with a stick over my head, saying, 
'move, move,' and no reason given 
... I never heard the announcement 
at 8 o'clock when they started 
marching down the street** 

The best advice she could offer 
the city is, "don't be overtly hostile 
. . . I've found a lot of nice people 
here, but this situation put every- 
body on edge." 



most in search of perpetuating their 
social consciousness. 

Consequently, when less than 
1,000 law enforcement officers are 
called on protect a city from tens of 
thousands of rebellious students 
who feel that being cited for jay- 
walking, impeding traffic and loud 
noise, among other things, 
amounts to minority harassment, 
tempers grow thin. Add to this mix 
a flock of reporters and television 
cameras, and rumors of possible 
"fringe" groups such as the Ku 
Klux Klan and Skinheads entering 
the fray, and what's the result: An 
end-of-the-season Labor Day party 
marred with allegations of racism; 
two people with gun shot wounds 
in the chest; hundreds of arrests; 43 
reported injuries; more than 100 
businesses looted to the tune of 
several hundred thousand dollars; 
the end of some businesses; and a 
community struggling over how to 
understand what happened and how 
to plan for next year. 

The Labor Day tragedy also at- 
tracted national attention, from 
PBS's McNeil/Lehrer Report to be- 
coming a two-day staple on CNN 
and the wire services, and even 
more than that for the local media. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf in a big 
press conference battled reporters, 
from such newspapers as The 
Philadelphia Inquirer and The 
Washington Times, over charges of 
racism and police brutality. 

Did the police come down too 
hard, without warning, on a group 
of college students, most of whom 
were probably unarmed? Or did the 
local police, state troopers and the 
National Guard risk their lives to 
prevent a repeat episode of last 
Sunday morning's riot? 

A panoply of opinions will per- 
meate this multidimension issue for 
weeks, months, years to come. 

The items in this story reflect the, 
opinion of one man, W.W. Davis, 
the city's former police chief for 13 
years, with 31 years of law en- 
forcement experience. 

A minute-by-minute and hour- 
by-hour breakdown of last week- 
end's more troublesome moments 
has already been well documented. 
Whether or not the city will allow 
the Greekfest celebration again is 
unclear. But one thing is clear Like 
a killer hurricane, chaos and loot- 
ings, most people in the Virginia 
Beach community think, will not 
happen in their city. 

The following stories with for- 
mer police chief Davis will touch 
on some of the Labor Day contro- 
versy's major areas of concern. 



The Looting 

"I don't believe the looting was 
by the students. I believe all that 
was local people that poured in here 
and who were pouring in here even 
after midnight on Saturday night 
and Sunday morning. 

"They came over here for the 
sheer purpose of looting and taking 
that merchandise and fencing it. 
That merchandise went out of here 
very quickly and I think it's being 
fenced in Portsmouth, Norfolk, 
Hampton, Newport News, probably 
in Virginia Beach. 

"But I don't believe those stu- 
dents, for the most part, were re- 
sponsible for that. 

"They ( the looters) saw an op- 
portunity to come down here and 
shoplift at night, with the help of 
students, and it required breaking 
the glass, but the take was much 
much better. And they could get by 
with it quite easily, apparently. 

Questions have been raised 
over the time lapse between 
when the initial looting be- 
gan early Sunday morning 
and the law enforcement of- 
ficers' response time. Pub- 
licly, the city said that the 
looting was so widespread 
that it took the police some 
time to respond to the de- 
struction. 

"Here's the mistake they made: 
They pulled all the walking beats in 
off the street. That makes sense. 
But they should have had people 
already equipped in reserve with riot 
gear. 

"The breakage occurred and the

citizens said, 'where are the police;' 
they didn't seen anybody and time 
passed and time passed and finally, 
where did they come from? They 
came from up north and started 
coming down the avenue. But then, 
the breaking and the losses were 
mounting tremendously. 

"It was a mistake to leave. The 
students saw it; everybody saw it. 

"They initially didn't put them 
out there in riot gear because they 
didn't want to generate animosity. 
The police presence alone is enough 
to those people. And to put them 
out there in riot gear, they thought 
thal'd incense them. So, they put 
them out there without it. Then 
this thing deteriorated, and they saw 
them getting out of hand and they 
pulled them, alJ in. 

"Well, that was a mistake. They 
vacated. And when they see them 
disappear, that's the go-ahead. 

"They should have had people on 
the ready, in the wings, even if they 
had to put a minimum force out 
there initially. They would just take 
the place of the men not equipped." 



The Shootings; 
Guns; Snipers; 
The "Fringe" 

Two men were reported 
shot in the chest early Sun- 
day morning, during the 
riot's most intense hours. 
One man was near the beach 
on 15th Street, the other 
was at 30th Street. No pub- 
lic connection has been made 
between the two shootings. 

"What was behind this? Was the 
same calibre weapon used? Both of 
them were shot in the chest. What 
were the circumstances? Why is 
that kept so quiet? 

"Anyone that has been in the 
work, been in the police business, 
and been involved with blacks 
knows that the black has more fear, 
more concern about other blacks 
than he does whites. They'll tell 
you that they carry weapons to 



protect themselves from other 
blacks. They're not doing it to pro- 
tect themselves against whites. 

'They had the swat team out be- 
cause they had what the consider 
sniper fire. When you're walking 
down the street, of course you 
might have a vest on, but you're 
very vulnerable to sniper fire. But 
you never know. But the local peo- 
ple, I think, came down there 
armed. 



Wooden Batons 
Vs. Tear Gas 

"1 was told by a high ranking 
police authority that they were 
overly prepared if anything hap- 
pens. I told them you can't overly 
prepare ... for a situation like this. 

'That means they had all the tear 
gas equipment, all the masks and 
everything they needed. They 
should have withheld the use of tear 
gas until the looting began . . . that 



is a felony. I think they could have 
cut the losses drastically if they had 
used the tear gas at that point in 
time. 

"Gas will move crowds quickly. 
It'll move them without hurting 
them or without permanent injuries 
or permanent damage. 

"That would have dispersed the 
crowd very quickly without anyone 
being struck with a baton. 

"It would have stopped the loot- 
ing dead — right then. (But) they 
may have to use it repeatedly. 

"Did the person who decided not 
to use gas think that was worse 
than striking people with batons. I 
think not. It would have been much 
more humane to use gas than 3-foot 
batons. 

"Tear gas immobilizes people 
from doing much of anything rub- 
bing their eyes and get into fresh 
air. 

"That's what they should have 

done. That's what they've got it for. 

That's what they spent tax dollars 

for . . . that's what city council ap-

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Behavior Intolerable, Black Or White

Just over a year ago I was at a Beach hotel/restaurant complex which at 
the time was hosting a group of fraternity brothers from a Richmond col- 
lege. On Friday evening thi youngsters began arriving with their sorority 
sister girlfriends in tow. The young men were well groomed, polite and in 
their best behavior. From all appearances these kids were here for a few 
days of innocent fun in the sun. 

By Sunday morning all those outward appearances of innocence had dis- 
appeared, replaced by rowdy drunkards who harbored no concern for the 
safety of another's life or property. Those youngsters were concerned with 
their own self indulgence. They couldn't give a hoot for the employees 
they terrorized or that the property they damaged was earned by someone's 
hard labor. 

To be sure there were some students within the group who apologized 
for the actions of the others. Mostly the girlfriends were embarrassed by 
their friends' actions. Interestingly, regardless of the amount of embarrass- 
ment, not one chose to leave. 



Damage for the weekend included a dangerous fire in the hotel, much 
broken giass and other equipment and a staff that was visably shaken by 
the event. The cavalier attitude of the students was, "Send us a bill, we're 
prepared to pay for the damages." It turned out that they have a fund to 
handle such incidentals. 

There was one major difference separating the group that I encountered 
from the one at the Beach this past weekend. My group was all white. I 
don't think the color of skin amounts to a hill of beans. I think that there 
were certain elements in both of these groups who were spoiling for a fight 
and there was enough beer induced bravado among the others to urge them 
on. 

There is no way to lock up the streets and keep the troublemakers away, 
however the answer lies in finding those who caused the damage and 
putting them behind bars for an extended beach vacation. That might send a 
message to their brothers that we won't tolerate irresponsible behavior, re- 
gardless of one's skin color.

School Board Member Takes Issue With VBEA Article 



Editor: 

Arc Virginia Beach teachers fairly 
compensated? Mr. Rob Jones, NEA 
director and former VBEA president, 
contends in his August 2 article in 
The Virginia Beach Sun they are 
not, citing the "average teacher 
salary" statistic. I believe, however, 
that more reliable indicators show 
our teachers are fairly compensated, 
at least in comparison with their 
contemporaries in other school di- 
visions. 

My quarrel is not with Mr. Jones 
or his colleagues in the VBEA. I 
have found them to be intelligent, 
dedicated, and reasonable educators. 
The real issue is the use, or misuse, 
of statistics about teachers' salaries 
and the impressions left on your 
readership by his article. 

Throughout his article, Mr. 
Jones used as his measure of merit 
the "average teacher salary" statis- 
tic. Although each statistic he 
quoted was technically correct, the 
"average teacher salary" is a mis- 



leading statistic when used as the 
sole yardstick for salary compar- 
isons. 

The average teacher salary statis- 
tic is derived by dividing the total 
system-wide teacher salary budget 
by the total number of teachers 
(technically by the number of "full- 
time teacher equivalents"). Yet no 
teacher receives a paycheck based 
upon the average teacher salary. 
Rather, each individual's paycheck 
is based on a salary schedule that 
reflects years of experience and 
other parameters. 

The salary schedule is the only 
really meaningful statistic for salary 
comparisons. 

Using VEA's own published 
statistics, last year Virginia Beach 
was ninth out of 133 school divi- 
sions in Virginia in beginning 
teacher salary. Of the eight that 
were ahead of us, six were in the 
Northern Virginia planning district 
which receives an extra state stipend 



for teachers' salaries because of lo- 
cation and competition factors. 

In addition, Virginia Beach was 
fifth out of 135 divisions in maxi- 
mum teacher salary. Again, two of 
the four ahead of us were in the 
northern Virginia planning district. 

On a level playing field, Virginia 
Beach is third in both beginning 
and maximum teachers' salaries. 
Not bad for a city that is rated 44th 
in the Commonwealth in ability to 
pay. 

The reason for the apparent di- 
chotomy lies in teacher longevity 
distribution. Because of growth and 
normal turnover, Virginia Beach 
hires about 500 to 600 new teachers 
each year, most of which are natu- 
rally at the younger end of the 
salary schedule. 

This basic fact significantly 
skews the average teacher salary 
computation used by Mr. Jones. 
For example, take two school divi- 
sions with identical salary sched- 



ules. One division is growing (such 
as Virginia Beach) and one is rela- 
tively stable (such as Norfolk). The 
stable school division would reflect 
a significantly higher "average 
teacher salary." 

This is not just arcane theory. A 
real example is last year's salary 
increase in Virginia Beach. In order 
to meet a state-mandated 7.3 percent 
increase in "average teacher salary" 
(remember how it is calculated), we 
actually had to give each individual 
teacher an 8.6 percent or higher in- 
crease. 

The issue of fairness and equity 
in teacher salaries rightly com- 
mands much of our lime and atten- 
tion as citizens and taxpayers. 

However, let us be sure to base our 

discussion on statistics that are 

valid and meaningful.

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"Regionalism" is a term that you have Heard much about in the past, and 
I hope you will hear a lot about it in the future. But first before we get into 
a discussion of what regionalism is, let me tell you what it is not. 

The regionalism that we are pursuing through cooperative efforts of the 
communities of north and south Hampton Roads is not regional 
government. No one is considering, and I certainly could not support an 
amalgamation of all the governments or even a group of governments into 
one super government. However, what we are working on, and with what I 
consider to have a great promise is the establishment of a regional 
legislative agenda which will allow us to speak with a more consorted voice 
with the General Assembly. 

Much is said about the success of Fairfax and the other Northern Virginia 
localities in their efforts to work together in establishing a regional 
legislative agenda. It is from this example that we are drawing our impetus 
to establish for Newport News, Hampton, York County, James City 
County, Poquoson, Williamsburg, Suffolk, Isle of Wight County, 
Southampton County, Franklin, Chesapeake, Portsmouth, Norfolk, and 
Virginia Beach a regional agenda. Items that we are pursuing right now 
include transportation funding, indigent care funding, and a regional jail. 
The specific strategy for each of these topics is as follows: In regards to 



Regionalism has much to offer all the resi- 
dents of Hampton Roads, and I see special 
benefits for the citizens of Virginia Beach. 

transportation funding there are $150 million in unmet needs' in Hampton 
Roads in road building every year. In other words, from the funds that are 
available there still needs to be built an additional $150 million worth of 
highways, bridges, etc. each year. Obviously, the State can not address this 
problem, and indeed, the State did triple the amount of money coming to 
localities in the Special Session in 1986 but it still falls short of our needs. 
The provision of a sound transportation network is the key to the economic 
well being of the region and especially Virginia Beach. In order to ensure 
that our economic well being continues, it may be necessary to increase or 
impose a regional gas tax, local option sales tax, additional toll roads or 
bridges, and other measures. None of these, of course, is popular, however, 
and alternative of not improving our road network is financial stagnation 
which no one can afford.

This week's Sun article is written by Cheryll L. Tokac, VBEA vice 
president and a school psychologist for the Virginia Beach School System. 

This year, approximately 65,000 students will begin another school year 
here in our city. Some will enter with bright expectations and hopes for a 
successful year. Many will enter with hesitation lamenting the end of sum- 
mer. Still others will enter carrying the baggage of situations which we as 
adults can only wish that children did not have to bear. 

This year, the system's 20 school psychologists will be ready to employ 
their skills to assist the students in our schools. The psychologists bring 
with them many cumulative years of experience in providing assistance not 
only in diagnostic work for students with special needs, but also with the 
skills needed to help students work through their difficulties. Throughout 
the system, students and their parents will be assisted with listening ears and 
hearts. Discussion groups will be formed at all levels where needed to assist 
students who are the victims of divorce, have low self-esteem, experience 
peer problems, and a multitude of other problems. There have also been 
those times when parents have sought out a listening ear and welcomed the 
opportunity to discuss situations with someone who will listen to them. I 
was often stopped in parking lots, not only at school, but at the local shop-

ping center, by parents who just wanted to talk. 

Unfortunately, having the time that it takes to work with families or stu- 
dents who may be in a "crisis" situation is often a luxury. It is no secret 
that the system's 20 psychologists who are currently filling 19 full-time 
postilions are often overwhelmed with the daily responsbilities of assessing 
children in need of special programs. While this is a necessary service, it re- 
quired considerable time to adequately complete these assessments. Often, 
litde time is left to provide the "preventative" measures that are so needed in 
our schools. This year, the State Department of Education published the 
statistics about student:psychologist ratios in the state. Not surprisingly,

This week in Virginia Beach, a new school year begins with a new 
superintendent and four new schools. In our Commonwealth, only Fairfax 
County has a larger enrollment. Based on data at close of the 1987-88 
school year, Fairfax had 127,289 students while Virginia Beach public 
schools had 63,055. The next system closest in size was Chesterfield 
County with 39,976. 

As 72 schools open their doors here, 69,000 students are expected to enter 
the system. Students, parents and teachers have great expectations, as does 
the community. Most believe, as the Greek philosopher Diogenes said in 
the 4th century, "The foundation of every state is the education of its 
youth." 

We the People trust our educational system is fulfilling its mission of 
teaching basic skills and training good citizens. But, based on "school report 
cards" in the form of national tests, surveys and studies, we fear our public 
schools are generally not making the grade. 

Historically, Americans have always been concerned about education. The 
Continental and Confederation Congresses had followed the earlier colonial 
practice of granting land for the support of education. Then, the Northwest 
Ordinance of 1787 asserted, "Religion, morality, and knowledge being nec- 
essary to good government and the happiness of mankind, schools and the

means of education shall forever be encouraged." 

Neither the Constitution nor the Bill of Rights mentions education, but 
President Washington called upon the people to "Promote, as an object of 
primary importance, institutions for the general diffusion of knowledge." 
Like Washington and Diogenes before him, Americans believe that educa- 
tion is the key to healthy individual growth and economic prosperity as well 
as the foundation of responsible citizenship. 

Today, American children are receiving more "education" than at any time 
in our nation's history. Yet study after study shows that they are woefully 
ignorant of geography, history, science, math, economics and other basic 
subjects. We the People are spending over $300 billion 8 a year on public ed- 
ucation - more than any other nation. According to the annual forecast for 
the 1989-90 school year, just released by Education Secretary Lauro Cava- 
zos, public and private education will cost our local, state and federal gov- 
ernments $353 billion. 

In spite of this record spending, America now ranks at the bottom of the

you're about to be overwhelmed. 

"You can't use a baton or your 
weapon except in the protection of 
your own safety. 

"You can arrest people without 
having to beat them on the head . . 
. unless you're alone . . . taking 
these people and pounding them 
into ground with 2 or 3 people 
standing around, that's bad. 

"The emotions of the police 
officers were held back and suddenly 
released apparently when they said 
clear the streets." 

How do you move defiant 
people? 

"Well, you don't move him with 
a baton. You have to pick him up 
bodily, if it's necessary, and put 
him in a patty wagon. 

"But I'm saying that gas would 
have done the job, humanely, very 
effectively without them ever get- 
ting near these people. But when 
they got hand-to-hand confrontation 
and start swinging batons around, 
that adds to the animosity."

First Night Virginia Beach To Be Held At Pavilion On

Barry Frankenficld, resort planner 
for Virginia Beach's Resort Area 
Programs, wasn't always interested 
in landscape architecture.

Leukemia Drive 

600 Marchers Expected To Raise $9,500 During 

Leukemia Society Fall Fun d Drive

About 600 Virginia Beach 
marchers are going door to door this 
month to raise about $9,500 during 
the Leukemia Society of America's 
annual fall fundraising campaign. 

But as impressive as these fig- 
ures are, they pale in comparison to 
Chesapeake and Portsmouth's. 

"We have not been as successful 
in Virginia Beach," said John 
Heavener, executive director, Vir- 
ginia Chapter, Leukemia Society of 
America, Inc. "The more rural an 
area is the more generous they are." 

In Portsmouth and Chesapeake, 
which have populations smaller 
than Virginia Beach, monetary 
goals are about the same or larger. 
In Portsmouth, 525 marchers are 
projected to raise about $9,319, 
Heavener said. In Chesapeake, 800 
marchers are expected to raise about 
$14,600. 

In total, the Society reports, 
more than 17,000 Hampton Roads 
marchers will visit the neighbor- 
hoods to solicit donations and dis- 
perse information on Leukemia. 
This year's overall local goal is 
$220,000. 

The Society's first Hampton 
Roads march was in 1969, Heav- 
ener said, which netted about 
$20,000. Much of the money goes 
toward Leukemia research pro- 
grams, many of which have made 
great strides in combating the can- 
cerous blood disease, Heavener said. 

Twenty years ago, Heavener said, 
the survival rate for almost all 
Leukemia victims was very small. 
Over time, however, with medical 
advances in chemotherapy and bone 
marrow transplants, more patients 
than ever are living with Leukemia, 
Heavener said. In fact, since about 
two years ago, Heavener said, the 
term "cured" has been applied to 
patients who successfully go 
through the disease's remission 
stage for five years. 

"If we have a successful trans- 
plant, yes we can cure" Leukemia, 
said Mat Mathews, laboratory 
director, Humana Hospital-Bayside. 
But, he added, only about one per- 
cent of Leukemia patients, usually 
children, receive transplants.

One drawback, Mathews said, is 
that "it's hard to find suitable 
donors." The other problem is the 
operation's cost, which runs be- 
tween $20,000 and $30,000, Math- 
ews said. 

"We're using (the term 'cured') 
optimistically," Heavener said. 
"Research has taught us how to 
treat the disease. A lot of our clini- 
cians are better trained . . . it's a re- 
alistic and honest statement to say 
that kids are cured of Leukemia." 

It is projected that in general, 4.5 
out of every 100,000 children will 
get Leukemia; and about 50 adults 
out of 100,000 will acquire it. The 
overall survival rate in Leukemia 
victims is about 50 percent. 

In Virginia Beach this year, 
Heavener said, 16 new cases of 
Leukemia in children, ranging in 
age from birth to 15 years is pro- 
jected and 160 adults will succumb 
to the illness, or one of its related 
diseases, such as Lymphona or 
Multiple Myeloma. In Portsmouth, 
it is expected that five children and 
50 adults will contract the disease 
this year. In Chesapeake, six chil- 
dren and 60 adults. 

The exact number of people lo- 
cally who die each year from 
Leukemia is hard to determine. 

"We don't have any way of 
knowing," Heavener said. 

The medical community is 
somewhat divided over what causes 
Leukemia. It strikes males and fe- 
males, blacks and whites, the rich 
and poor and others. 

"We don't know if it's heredi- 
tary," Heavener said, "but it does 
not appear to be ... we really don't 
know what triggers it." 

Mathews, on the other had, sug- 
gests that it could be hereditary. 

"I don't think you can say it's not 
hereditary," Mathews said. "We 
don't know enough about DNA and 
some amino acids" which affect the

firm. 

At about the same time, 
Frankenfield ran across the job with 
the city of Virginia Beach, a plan- 
ner position to assist in the re- 
designing of the boardwalk.

"All indication is that we are 
winning" the war against 
Leukemia, Mathews said. "The re- 
search has had a tremendous impact 
on Leukemia."

The first time DAV members 
sold little, blue Forget-Me-Not 
flowers to the public was on 
February 24, 1926. This first drive 
was held to raise funds to support 
DAV services and to assist desper- 
ately needy veterans disabled in 
World War I. 

The DAV wasn't the first veter- 
ans' organization to support its 
humanitarian work through the sale 
of artificial flowers. Actually, the 
DAV picked up on an idea that has 
now become an international tradi- 
tion in more than 50 countries. 

The idea grew out of an image 
carried home from the First World 
War in the memories of soldiers 
who had seen spring flowers grow- 
ing among the graves of comrades 
and allies killed in the fighting. The 
poem, In Flanders Fields, by Cana-

Thanks to the Arts and Humani- 
ties Commission and the Hampton 
Roads Chamber of Commerce, the 
city of Virginia Beach will ring in 
the new year with a bang, but not 
with booze.

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Two Exhibitions Open At Center For The Arts 
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The Center for the Arts will pre- 
sent two exhibitions running from 
Sept. 9 through Oct. 27: The Pres- 
ence of Absence: New Installations 
and Mates, Mares and Wingless 
Birds: Recent Work by Lorraine 
Fink. 

A preview opening reception, 
free and open to the public, will be 
held on Friday, Sept. 8 from 7 to 
10 p.m. 

These two exhibitions are exam- 
ples of how the Center for the Arts 
can serve diverse interests by pro- 
viding entirely different exhibition 
viewing options in the gallery 
space. 

The Presence of Absence: New 
Installations, is an exciting group 
of contemporary installation works, 
many commissioned for this exhi- 
bition, by 12 artists: Judith Barry, 
Daniel L. Collins, Dan Graham, 
Jenny Holzer, Patrick Ireland, 
Justen Ladda, Sol LeWitt, Lorie 
Novak, Buky Schwartz, Leni 
Schwendinger, Lawrence Weiner, 
and Krzysztof Wodiczko. 

The Presence of Absence: New 
Installations is a traveling exhibi- 
tion organized and circulated by In- 
dependent Curators Incorporated, 
New York, a non-profit traveling 
exhibition service specializing in 
contemporary art. Guest curator for 
this exhibition is Nina Felshin. 
The exhibition, tour, and catalogue 
are made possible, in part, by 
grants from the National Endow- 



ment for the Arts, the Lannan 
Foundation, and Art Matters Inc. 

As a traveling exhibition it is 
unusual in that participating insti- 
tutions do not receive any art 
works, nor do the artists travel to 
create their works at each site. In- 
stead, the Center for the Arts has 
received instructions prepared by 
each of the artists in collaboration 
with ICI which describe (in detail) 
how each piece is to be created 
anew. The Center for the Arts has 
received only written instructions, 
diagrams, stencils, and slides from 
ICI. Working from these, an 
installation team including interns 
from Tidewater Community Col- 
lege and Center staff will truly re- 
create the works of art in the mu- 
seum's galleries. 

Unlike many installation works, 
the ones in this exhibition are not 
site-specific; the artists did not 
know when they prepared their in- 
structions where- the show might 
appear. Instead, they designed their 
works to be adaptable to standard 
gallery architectural features, such 
as a length of wall, a corner, a 
hallway, a window. 

All of the works rely on these 
gallery surfaces as their sole sup- 
port. In other words, the wall or 
window becomes an integral part of 
the piece. When, at the end of the 
exhibition, the gallery is repainted 
and the slide projectors unplugged, 
the works will cease to exist until 



the next museum recreates them. 
Several of the works in the exhibi- 
tion allow the installers some dis- 
cretion in their execution or require 
the addition of information. For 
these reasons and because no two 
galleries are alike, the exhibition 
will differ quite magically each time 
it is mounted. 

The Presence of Absence is an 
exhibition about artistic process as 
distinct from the art object and from 
the artist's physical gesture. 

Although its roots lie in the 
conceptual art projects of the 
1960s, this show has particular rel- 
evance in the late 1980s as Post 
Modernism critiques the commodi- 
fication of art and of the artist As 
guest curator Nina Felshin explains 
in her catalogue essay, 'The art 
world of the '80s (characterized as it 
is by the commodification of art, 
the inflated status of the artist, the 
embrace of commerce, fashion, and 
public relations) is not entirely 
comfortable with some of concep- 
tual art's most basic impulses. The 
absence of the object as commodity 
and the artist as personality are the 
very aspects of conceptualism that 
question the art object's exchange 
value and challenge the notions of 
authorship and ownership." 

The works of art in 77ie Presence 
of Absence deal with a range of 
ideas, including those of Justen 
Ladda (Square) and Buky Schwartz 
(Three Angles of Observation) 



which explore issues of perception. 
Daniel L. Collins (Virtual America 
IV) investigates multiple vantage 
points and image distortion as a 
means of exploring both how we 
see literally and how we understand 
political issues. Judith Barry (The 
Absent Presence) focuses on the 
historical relationship between na- 
tive Americans and Americans of 
European descent. Her work is not 
complete until information 
concerning Indians native to each 
participating museum's region is 
added. Lorie Novak's evocative pro- 
jected installation (Critical Dis- 
tance) presents a sequence of family 
photographs that prompts us to ex- 
amine our own visual memories. 

Krzysztof Wodiczko's slide in- 
stallation (The Real Estate Projec- 
tion), which creates for the viewer 
the illusion that he or she is stand- 
ing in a New York gallery looking 
out of the window at the East Vil- 
lage, deals with the controversial 
gentrification of that neighborhood. 
Jenny Holzer's text works will be 
broadcast on electronic signs at lo- 
cations to be announced around the 
city, creating unique and unusual 
messages. 

An illustrated catalogue featuring 
an essay by guest curator Nina 
Felshin accompanies the exhibi- 
tion. 

The presentation of The Presence 
of Absence at the Center for the 
Arts represents one site on an 
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industrialized world in academic achievement. Cavazos admits that the 
schools are producing students who are not prepared for our changing world. 

We the People don't seem to be geuing our money's worth! With all this 
quantity of education, something seems to be lacking in quality of educa- 
tion. What has gone wrong? Where did we get off track? During the 1960s, 
some Americans accused the schools of fostering conformity and stifling 
creativity. Course requirements were not considered relevant to the students' 
needs, and grades were called elitist. Standards were lowered and many 
classical subjects were dropped. 

By the end of the 70s, the media began detailing glaring inefficiencies in 
secondary and even in college education. Newspaper editors asserted that 
students were no longer acquainted with the basic facts of their civilization 
and, in fact, were ill-equipped to cope in the business world. 

A Nation at Risk, initiated by then Education Secretary Terrell Bell, was 
published in 1983. This government report stunned the nation, and called for 
immediate school reform. Its goal was to raise both learning and teaching 
standards. Its findings were confirmed by a Congressional study the follow- 
ing year, which found that fewer than 400 of 2,000 eleventh graders could 
write an adequate letter applying for a summer job. 

The Department of Education estimated that more than 27,000,000 
Americans over the age of 17 cannot read or write well enough to perform 
simple tasks of every dav living. Their schooling had been deficient! 

The nation's governors tackled the problem in 1986. Working with the 
Carnegie Foundation Task Force on Teaching as a Profession, the governors 
sought to improve teachers' skills, pay, accountability and authority. Vir- 
ginia's governors have long proclaimed excellence in education a major ad- 
ministration goal. It is interesting to note that on September 27 and 28, the 
nation's governors will meet in Charlottesville for an "education summit," 
called by President Bush. 

The governors as well as corporation executives recognize the crisis in 
education. Back in 1987, the Department of Labor commissioned a study, 
titled "Workforce 2000." It estimated that by the end of the century, for the 
first time in United States history, post-secondary education will be needed 
to train people for the work force. Too many high school students, even 
graduates, have never learned the basic 3 R's - reading, 'riling, and 'rithmetic. 

That prediction has come true. Earlier this year, 20 chief executive offi- 
cers met with SO educators, including 24 university presidents, to respond to 
what they view as a threat to everyone's future: a near-total breakdown in 
our public schools. They are naturally concerned that U.S. corporations are 
currently spending $25 billion a year teaching employees skills they should 
have learned in school! 

These "report cards" remind us that schools are now a multi-billion dollar 
business requiring top management, and that the schools' mission needs to 
be clearly defined. There must be accountability for academic achievement, 
just as there is accountability for the products produced by manufacturers. 

Educators have a tremendous responsibility, but we cannot expect them to 



teach our students the basic skills and also solve all of the social problems 
of the 80s - drug and alcohol abuse, teenage pregnancies, teenage suicide, 
AIDS, rape, robbery and assault. 

We the People, through greater parental and community involvement, can 
be a part of the solution. The stakes are high, for education will determine 
whether we continue as a democracy. 
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In terms of indigent health care funding, the Hampton Roads area receives 
less than half of the funds from the Slate for indigent care that our 
population would indicate we deserve. This is mainly because the two State 
teaching hospital's are located in Richmond and Charlottesville, and the 
majority of the State money for indigent care goes to those two institutions. 
We are working very diligently to make sure that more funds are available 
for indigent care so that localities are not forced to increase their 
expenditures on this item. 

Finally, the regional jail, because of recent legislation adopted by the 
General Assembly, gives us the opportunity for the State to participate in 
50 percent of the capital coast of building a facility to be located in a central 
location to all of Hampton Roads that would house sentenced prisoners. 
This would free up space in the existing local jails for prisoners who are not 
yet sentenced, etc. 

Regionalism has much to offer all the residents of Hampton Roads, and I 
see special benefits for the citizens of Virginia Beach. The rapidly growing 
population that is creating tremendous needs for more roads, additional 
prison space, and also, the change in the demographics of the city make it 
vital that these be addressed. At this time, at least for me, a regional effort 
holds the most promise with the least cost to the citizens.

these figures indicated that Virginia Beach psychologists carried the largest 
per student ratio of any other division in the state. What was surprising 1 
was the enormity of that disparity. Of school divisions with a student 
population of over 12,000, Virginia Beach had the highest ratio. Of school 
divisions with student populations over 15,000, Virginia Beach was the 
only district that had a ratio of students per school psychologist that 
exceeded 1:2,500. Many districts were below that ratio. 

According to the information which was provided by the State Depart- 
ment of Education, 53 new school psychologists would be needed in the 
State of Virginia to achieve a statewide ratio of 1:2,500 in the next school 
year. Of those 53 new positions, 1 1 would be needed in Virginia Beach 
alone. This year, the opening of four new schools offset any gains attempted 
by increasing the number of psychologist positions. 

The goals of the division's school psychologists are high. Not only do we 
attempt to provide professional diagnostic and interventive services; but 
also, individual and group counseling is offered. With increases in staffing, 
children could be provided with services prior to the need for any type of 
special service. This is a definite advantage to students in that they are given 
assistance prior to reaching a critical point of classroom failure or lowered 
self-esteem. More in-depth consultation could be provided to students and 
their families which could then avert further crises. It would be a great sav- 
ings to the system to be able to avoid unnecessary special education place- 
ments, as well as furthering the partnership between parents and school. 

This year begins with high hopes and expectations for each of us. It is 
our wish that everyone have a successful and prosperous school year. If 
problems arise, be assured thai, when requested, your school's psychologist 
will be there to provide whatever intervention may be needed to make this 
your child's best year in school.

Mail Order Firm Offers Credit Cards 



The Better Business Bureau re- 
cently announced the release of a 
report on a Virginia Beach based 
mail order company known as Uni- 
versal Card Group. Universal has 
been the subject of increasing in- 
quiries since the BBB opened its file 
in April 1989. 

The Norfolk BBB received ap- 
proximately 1,900 inquiries from 
across the country on Universal 
Card Group. All complaints 
brought to the company's attention 
have been adjusted. 

The company offers guaranteed 
approval of a "major, unsecured 
credit card" to people who have un- 
able to obtain a credit card on their 
own due to insufficient income, 
previous delinquencies, or 
bankruptcy. 

Consumers who contacted the 
BBB allege that Universal Card 
Group's advertising is misleading. 
Consumers say the information re- 
ceived in the mail gives the 
impression they will receive a 
Mastercard or Visa for their $35 fee. 
However, when consumers return 
the application form they receive 
another application for a Universal 



Gold Card with a credit limit of 
$1,500. 

If the consumer sent in an addi- 
tional $45, he received a Universal 
merchandise catalog and a Universal 
Gold or Premier card that was good 
only for purchases out of the cata- 
log. Promotional literature revealed 
that consumer must purchase $900 
worth of merchandise from the 
catalog in a six to 12 month period 
before he is eligible to qualify for a 
major bankcard through the 
Universal Sponsorship Program. 

The Better Business Bureau ad- 
vises consumers to beware of com- 
panies that guarantee major 
bankcards to people with poor 
credit. Consumers may wish to es- 
tablish or re-establish their credit 
without paying a third party for the 
service. To find out the nature of a 
credit problem and obtain counsel 
on how to re-build credit, con- 
sumers with poor credit ratings may 
contact their local credit bureau.

After Being Raped And Mugged, Virginia Beach 
Must Transcend Emotions, Let Logic Prevail 



Help To Solve %e 
Greekfest Problem

Virginia Beach was beaten and 
raped over the 1989 Labor Day 
weekend. 

In fact, mild beatings are still 
continuing from some liberal na- 
tional journalists and civil rights' 
opportunists seeking to further 
their causes by exploiting the 
tragic, one-time-only misfortunes 
of an innocent resort city. 

Virginia Beach had warning 
signals portending possible 
problems, manifesting primarily 
from last year's Labor Day van- 
dalism and destruction of prop- 
erty, which also happened that 
one weekend of the year when the 
college students were in town. 

But even with signals, city of- 
ficials could not have accurately 
predicted the focused infusion of 
approximately 145,000 people 
over 48 hours at the oceanfront, 
100,000 of them in one night. 

Military intervention was re- 
quired to quell looting and restore 
order to Atlantic Avenue and 
protect surrounding neighbor- 
hoods. The/heart of the Beach 
Borough, i-from Laskin Road to 
Bird neck Road to General Booth 
was sealed; police holding pens 
were set up at Owl's creek; police 
were being pelted with "missiles" 
and fighting a violent mob; 
shootings, of some sort, left vic- 
tims bleeding on the beach; and 
there are aftermath reports of fed- 
eral monitoring of the events to 
see if the police used too much 
force in clearing the streets Sun- 
day night 

Some people have said that the 
students' safety was at risk be- 
cause of police actions. However, 
the police actions were taken in 
order to protect everybody over 
that time period at the oceanfront, 
including the students, the police, 
the media, the local residents - 
and to protect against the 
destruction of property, which, 
even with all the enforcement 
present over the weekend, totaled 
more than $1.4 million, accord- 
ing to U.S. Representative Owen 
Pickett's letter to the Small 
Business Administration request- 
ing low interest rate loans to af- 
fected businesses. The city man- 
ager has asked the feds to declare 
the resort strip a disaster area. 

Conversations in the near fu- 
ture will likely center around if 
the city wants that many people 
back at one time, and, if that 
group of black college greeks 
should be welcomed back, even 
though many people think that 
most of the students were just the 
backdrop against which local 
looters did their dirty work. 

But people, tourists, per se, 
don't hurt Virginia Beach except 
when they're lining up to throw 
rocks, bricks and bottles at law 
enforcement officers, instead of 
handing fives, lens and twenties 
to sales clerks. Window shopping 
is usually allowed in Virginia 
Beach, except when store win- 
dows are shattered and looters 
scatter into the darkness after 
stealing all the merchandise they 
can carry. 

But as important as all the past 
events is a new problem looming 
on the horizon. How will a group 
of predominantly white busi- 
nessmen, some of who are on the 
record as staunchly opposed to 
the Greekfest returning to the city 
next year, come to terms with 
numerous and various students, 
city and law enforcement offi- 
cials, local, stale and federal offi- 
cials, civil rights groups, special 
interest groups, the media, friends

and family, their attorneys and 
the public? Some of the fighting 
that happened on Atlantic Avenue 
could be mild to what may hap- 
pen behind closed doors this 
winter when, first, the business- 
men begin their discussions; and 
then again, after everyone else 
gets a chance to react to their de- 
cisions and recommendations. 

Some people say there ought 
to be a way to host this student 
group, control it and the un- 
wanted elements it attracts, and 
let free enterprise roll. Others, 
some more serious and pracUcal- 
minded, say dryly that the city's 
resort strip cannot accommodate 
100,000 of anything in one 
night.

says its barely possible that 
Greekfest could return but it 
would have to be under the right 
conditions. First, careful consid- 
eration has to be given to evalu- 
ating and analyzing what hap- 
pened this past Labor Day. 

"Right now I feel like it's loo 
soon to determine what plan of 
action or exactly what is going to 
happen next year," Dillon, whose 
business was not looted, said. 

"My recommendation is to 
wait a month or so, (and) behind 
the scenes try to discuss what 
we're going to do. The ideal thing 
that could possibly happen, and I 
don't think thai it will, is for the 



old promoter of Greekfest to say, 
'hey, these people need some- 
thing to do and they didn't have a 
good time last year in Virginia 
Beach. Let's try to find some- 
where that we can have this thing 
and really promote it' And if 
they take it to another city that 
wants to host it, that would be 
the solution that would please 
everybody and I'm hoping it's 
possible lhat can happen. The 
problem is, there's nobody orga- 
nizing the group (of students)" 
and nobody to talk to. 

Dillon said there are approxi- 
mately 1,200 to 1,300 restaurants 
in Virginia Beach, including fast 
foods, and the VBRA represents a 
"sizeable amount" of them.

Mayor Meyera Obem'dorf called 
for help from Virginia Beach citi- 
zens for recommendations on 
Greekfest 

At a recent Council meeting, the 
first since the Labor Day week-end 
Greekfest riots, she repeated her as- 
sessment of the city staff, saying 
that City Manager Aubrey V. Watts 
Jr. and the city staff "performed in a 
most professional manner." She 
then said, "We encourage you and 
. implore you to let us know what 
your recommendation will be." 

In a resolution adopted unani- 
mously Monday, Council requests 
Gov. Gerald L. Baliles to declare 
the resort area of the city a disaster 



area. The declaration would allow 
merchants to be considered for fed- 
eral assistance such as low interest 
loans to restore property damaged 
during the riots. 

The resolution states that the city 
found it necessary to call on the 
state for assistance in quelling the 
disturbances that started shortly af- 
ter 1 a.m. Sunday Sept. 3 and con- 
tinued through Sept 4. 

The resolution was accompanied 
by a letter from U.S. Rep. Owen B. 
Pickett to the Small Business Ad- 
ministration requesting the agency 
to make low interest rate loans to 
the affected businesses. Damages 
total at least $1,427,935. 

Councilman John L. Perry was 
absent during the vote. 



Beach To Make 
Changes On Its 
Grants Program

Virginia Beach will continue its 
special grants during the 1990-91 
fiscal year but may consider 
changes beyond that,' 

The proliferation of the agencies, 
which have grown from five in 
1979-80 to 18 during the current 
operating budget has caused City 
Council to more closely scrutinize 
their philosophy and policy regard- 
ing the grants. The city budgeted 
$351,720 for the program this year 
compared to $64,407 in 1979-80. 

At a work session Mayor Meyera 
Oberndorf appointed Council woman 
Reba McClanan and Vice Mayor 
Robert E. Fentress to bring back a 
proposal for future years. 

McClanan said that she had a lot 
of problems with having the gov- 
ernment decide which groups are 
doing more for the city than others. 
She said that Council is going to 
have to redefine its goal and to take 
out groups that are not basically 
there to help human beings. If the 
city continues as it has been, she 
said the city will continue to re- 
ceive requests for aid from increas- 
ingly more groups. She pointed out 
that some groups in the city do not 
ask for anything and are doing a 
wonderful job. 

Some groups are left out, she 
said, merely because they don not 
know how to get an exemption as a 
non-profit organization from the 
State which is a requirement for re- 
ceiving the special grants from the 



city. 

She said that the city was too far 
into working on the upcoming op- 
erating budget to make changes 
now, but that Council should con- 
tinue to work on the program. 

The city began examining the 
program known as the Community 
Organization Incentive Grants as 
the programs and the grants mush- 
roomed to a total of a high of 
$446,539 or $1.23 per capita in 
1987-88. The city then started to 
limit the fund on a per capita basis 
which was 90 cents this year and is 
expected to be one dollar next year. 

The non-profit organizations that 
receive grants work in health, 
housing and shelter, safety and 
crime, and other groups such as the 
Tidewater Legal Aid Society and the 
Endependence Center. 

The largest recipients of the aid 
are the Neptune Festival, which 
this year received $65,230 and the 
Lifesaving Museum of Virginia, 
$75,700. Both organizations are 
excluded from the grant guidelines 
prepared by the Budget Department 
for allocating assistance. Analyst 
Betty Jean Meyers said that while 
the guidelines limit future grants to 
self-sufficiency, health, shelter and 
safety groups, they continue grants 
to the Neptune Festival and the Life 
Saving Museum. 

Under the guidelines, which have 
been accepted by Council for next 
year, the city would limit contribu- 
tions to 35 percent of the total 
budget of the organization and

Greekfest? 

They came, they conquered and they went home. At least 
that's what the thousands of predominantly black college stu- 
dents and the followers who visited the beach last weekend 
think. 

They didn't conquer a thing. All they did was show their bla- 
tant disrespect for a city and people's personal belongings. Sure, 
the vandals who looted more than 100 Oceanfront stores and 
restaurants made out like bandits, but what did they prove? That 
blacks are better than whites? No. If anything, they've shown 
how immature they can be by resorting to criminal behavior to 
make a statement. 

They say they were being treated unfairly by the police just 
because they are black. The police probably would have reacted 
the same way to 100,000 white college students or Chinese stu- 
dents or 100,000 motorcycle gang members if they behaved un- 
ruly. Who it is doesn't matter; it's how many. Virginia Beach is 
only so big. How can anyone expect such a massive crowd to sit 
still? 

Still, racism is the word that keeps coming to mind, especially 
with the blacks. The city denies any feelings of prejudice toward 
the blacks in any way. It seems like the blacks came here with 
the idea that they were going to be mistreated. Some even came 
here bearing weapons. Gunshots were fired and several guns 
were found in emptied hotel rooms. The gun owners may not 
have been college students, but they were still here. And they 
still caused trouble. 

What was the purpose of the "It's a Black Thing" t-shirts? To 
show pride in Greekfest and the black heritage? These t-shirts 
were printed with messages of harassment and racism before the 
weekend even happened. They were obviously expecting it. 
That's what makes some think that the blacks are the ones who 
instigated the whole situation. 

No one will ever know. It's the black's word against the 
whites'. It's hard to believe it is 1989, almost 1990, and there 
are still racial wars going on. 

Will the city allow the students to return next year? How can 
they stop them? Many of the students have stated to the press 
that they will be back simply because they don't feel that they're 
wanted. It's just an act of revenge. It's hard to see why they 
would want to come back. If the stores and restaurants and 
nightclubs all shut down again, which they probably will do, 
what is left for the students to do? Walk the streets all night? 
There can't be too much fun in that, and all it does is invite trou-

The tragic 1989 Labor Day weekend may be over and done 
with, but rest assured the issue isn't settled. The city has angry 
merchants and residents to deal with not to mention black com- 
munity leaders and the students themselves.

Prevent Senseless Murders 

Editor: 

After moving to Virginia Beach very recently, I opened my first local 
daily newspaper to be deeply saddened and enraged by the death of Andre 
Jones, a bystander caught in the crossfire when a fight between rivaling 
groups of teenagers erupted after a football game. 

Only a few months ago I read about similar incidents as I drank my 
morning cup of coffee. I was temporarily frustrated at the numbers of 
shootings, but murders always happened to other people. Soon I would be 
reading the comics and my frustration would be forgotten. 

On the morning of August 1, 1989, 1 found out that murders don't always 
happen to other people. I was awakened by a phone ringing at 6 am. to hear 
my mother's quivering voice cry that my 18-year-old sister, Kirsten, had 
been shot and killed. Details were unknown. Immediately, I started shaking 
from shock and disbelief. Kirsten didn't deserve this. She was always bring- 
ing happiness to her family and friends. Her friends and teachers described 
her as a "ray of sunshine." 

Later, I learned that Kirsten had been visiting her girlfriend, Meredith, 
when an 18-year-old man, who was an acquaintance of the girls, stopped by 
to give something to Meredith's brother. He returned from his car with a 
semiautomatic rifle and proceeded to terrorize both girls by pointing the gun 
from one to the other. After some time he shot into the house to demon- 
strate that he had a real gun. This sent both girls scurrying. 

Kirsten ran into the house, and after being shot in the hand and in the / 
shoulder, she was slain by two shots to the temple at close range. Meredith, [ 
who ran outside was able to find safety at a neighbor's home nearby. The 
killer, when apprehended, stated that he gunned down Kirsten "intentionally 
for no apparent reason." » 

I have described this incident graphically hoping that it will "hit home." 
Both Andre and Kirsten were enjoying an everyday activity when they were 
unexpectedly and unfairly killed by gunfire. 

No one is immune to this kind of violence. The number of murders, sui- 
cides and accidental shootings by guns grows each year; however, there are 
methods of reducing the numbers before everyone's family is touched by 
gunfire. Restrictions on the purchases of handguns and waiting periods have 
proven effective. According to Handgun Control, Inc., in the past 19 years 
in which a background check has been required in New Jersey, 10,000 con- 
victed felons have been caught trying to buy a handgun. In California a 15- 
day waiting period caught 1,515 prohibited handgun buyers in 1986.

Who Provoked Greekfest? 

Editor: 

The question that needs to be answered regarding the recent Greekfest 
disaster in Virginia Beach has nothing to do with who provoked who to do 
what. The real unsolved mystery is why hotel owners, local merchants and 
Beach officials made any effort to encourage the students to return after last 
year's mayhem. 

From a business standpoint, the dollars these students brought in would 
have been spent just as well by the crowds that traditionally fill resort 
cities over the summer's last long weekend. Long before Greekfest, Vir- 
ginia Beach locals have known to stay far from the heavily-populated La- 
bor Day oceanfront. 

In the interest of civic hospitality, students participating in the festivi- 
ties tost their right to expect a warm welcome when riots broke out during 
last year's event. Of course, not every student was involved in the disrup- 
tive behavior. But not every 16-year-old would abuse alcohol if they were 
permitted to drink. Based on experience, some blanket restrictions are nec- 
essary to protect the public interest. 

Race relations are not an issue here. If Greekfest participants felt unwel- 
come by Virginia Beach residents, it wasn't because of the color of theii 
skin. It was because they tore the place up last year. 

Any resort city - Wildwood, Atlantic City, Myrtle Beach, Dayton; 
Beach - which has experienced the terror of a college party gone haywire 
maintains similar restrictions. Many hotels refuse to rent rooms to mem- 
bers of Greek organizations, regardless of whether they are the predomi- 
nantly-white social societies or the predominantly-black service clubs 
Others will rent only to families or groups of women, who traditionally 
have caused fewer problems. 

These selective renting policies do not constitute discrimination. For the 
hotel proprietor, it is only self-preservation. 

But Virginia Beach was more interested in keeping an open mind and 
appearing hospitable than in protecting itself. 

Very generous, Virginia Beach, but very naive. We are sorry you had to 
learn such a painful lesson.

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The Virginia Beach resort area has undergone many changes in recent 
years and the results have started to show in very attractive improvements at 
the oceanfront and there will be many more improvements in years to come.

The cafe and vendor programs have certainly added new life and vitality to 
the boardwalk but also they have generously added revenue for the city. This 
year, for example, these programs generated approximately $120,000. These 
funds compliment the Resort Area Capital Improvement Program. 

The Resort Area Capital Improvement Program was started in 1985 with 
the support of City Council and the Resort Area Advisory Commission. 
That C.I.P. program now encompasses a total of 11 projects at a projected 
cost of $63 million. The projects being built at this time are the boardwalk 
and connector park improvements; Resort Streetscape Project (Atlantic Av- 
enue Improvements); and, the Virginia Beach Information Center. 

The boardwalk and connector park improvements have been the most vis- 
ible sign of the changes in the oceanfront: Along 23 blocks of the board- 



waving rows of ornamental grasses and flowering perennial plants; coral 
colored pavers, and over 200 comfortable benches. An additional seven 
blocks of the boardwalk will be improved next year. 

Seven connector parks have been developed with plants, lights, and 
paving similar to the boardwalk; these parks have replaced "stub" streets 
with attractive pedestrian plazas. 

The cost for the completed boardwalk and connector park improvement is 
approximately $3.4 million, approximately $6 million is identified in the 
Capital Improvement Program for continuing these improvements in the 
next ten years. All future boardwalk and connector park improvements will 
be coordinated with Atlantic Avenue "streetscape" improvements. As sec-

It is the beginning of another school year for 72,000 students in Virginia 
Beach. Parental involvement is essential. The VBEA is continuing its effort 
to keep parents informed. Available through our office are brochures and 
pamphlets on ways to be involved in your local school and how to commu- 
nicate effectively with your child, child's teacher, and the school personnel. 
Highlighted in many of the available publications are three key suggestions: 
ask about school, check homework and talk to the teacher. Simple, direct 
methods of letting your child know that you care about him or her, you care 
about what happens in school and that their success in school is important 
to you. 

Much of their success will occur in the class room, but the review and 
reinforcement that they get at home will affect that success. Homework of- 
ten becomes a battle of wills during these first weeks after a long summer 
break. It is essential that parents recognize that even the highest achievers 
sometimes have difficulty getting their assignments done and handed in on 
time. A consistent, patient approach that recognizes the importance of good 
organization and nightly reinforcement, as well as the needs of the child, is 
usually the best way to handle difficulties. While there are not perfect solu- 
tions to homework problems - Parents Can Make A Difference. 

Here are some suggestions for parents on offering tactful, constructive

help to a child who is struggling with homework. These suggestions come 
from Your Child's Growing Mind by Dr. Jane M. Healy. 

1. Wait to be asked. If neither your child nor his teachers ask for your 
help, it probably is not needed. Trying to force a child to work with you 
may short-circuit his desire to come to you with problems in the future. 

2. Be available and supportive when help is requested. Your attitude to- 
ward homework will shape your child's. If a TV program is more important 
to you than her need to practice multiplication tables, don't be surprised if 
she decides the same. 

3. Focus on process, not product. Don't make the ultimate product (the 
right answer, the perfect paragraph) secondary to the actual process of learn- 
ing. 

4. The final product must represent the pupil's work. Don't deprive your 

child of valuable learning because you're afraid of a bad wade. Homework is

Citizenship Day, Constitution Week And Civil Literacy

Americans are a diverse people, drawn from many racial, national, lin- 
guistic, and religious origins. 

Our cultural heritage as Americans is as diverse. But our political heritage 
is one — the vision of a common life in liberty, justice and equality as ex- 
pressed in our documents of freedom — the Declaration of Independence and 
the Constitution. 

Thomas Jefferson prescribed education for all citizens "to enable every 
man to judge for himself what will secure or endanger his freedom." In order 
to preserve our democratic way of life, he believed that we must pass on the 
knowledge and the values that have sustained us. Today, more than ever, it 
appears that all citizens, new and old, need "civic literacy" — education in 
democracy — to preserve the blessings of liberty. 

This Sunday, September 17, has been proclaimed "Citizenship Day" by 
the President of the United States, as it was on that day in 1787 that the 
Constitution was signed. The same presidential proclamation designates the 
following week as "Constitutional Week," and calls on the people to reflect 
on their heritage as Americans. 

It was during the period of the Sesquicentennial of the Constitution 
(1937-1939) that patriotic, civic and school groups focused attention on the 
meaning of citizenship. In September of 1937, the San Diego Chapter of 
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a Constitution Week Proclamation. 

the Sons of the American Revolution proposed a National Citizenship Day 
for new voters. 

The following year, many SAR Chapters throughout the nation observed 
September 17 as Constitutional Day and held programs to honor citizens, 
both native-born and foreign-born, who were entering into active citizenship 
either through naturalization or by coming of age. 

Then, in 1939, the Immigration and Naturalization Service actively sup- 
ported a movement to create a "New Citizens Day." The next year, the , 
American Legion and the National Education Association joined in recom- 
mending to Congress that such a day be established 

Congress passed Public Resolution #67 in 1940 authorizing the President 
of the United States to issue an annual proclamation for "I Am An Ameri- 
can Day." There was great enthusiasm for this patriotic event, which was

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Several Projects Considered In City's Updated CIP 



Virginia Beach taxpayers who 
already face an 8.8 cent real estate 
estate tax rate increase over the next 
five years for school construction 
may be looking at a possible in- 
crease in the sewer rates as well. 

City Manager Aubrey V. Watts 
Jr. told City Council that he would 
bring back in two or three weeks 
his proposals on financing sewer 
construction throughout the city 
where property owners have peti- 
tioned for service. An increase in 
the sewer rate may be necessary, he 
said, to pay for the program. 

In his Capital Improvement 
Budget (CIP) letter to Council he 
said that as 51 percent projects have 
increased, studies indicate that rate 
adjustments will be needed to sup- 
port the programs, particularly 
sewer-related costs due to the often 
high costs per lot. 

Among the projects being con- 
sidered, included in the update CIP 
presented to Council, is the 
$16,763,000 Sandbridge project 



which would serve 1,463 dwelling 
units at a cost of approximately 
$12,000 per dwelling. 

Since public feeling on the 
Sandbridge project is strong, 
Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
suggested that the city have a spe- 
cial public hearing just for Sand- 
bridge so that other items in the 
budget would be given adequate 
lime. 

The Sandbridge community has 
been divided for years over the 
sewer issue but now has over 51 
percent of the residents signed up in 
favor of the project. 

Council members and other in- 
terested in limiting growth south of 
the Green Line have been fearful 
that the availability of public sewer 
in Sandbridge would open up the 
area to further development and 
commercialization. 

In presenting the CIP for 1989- 
1990, Watts said that also that a 
possibility for funding for Sand- 
bridge may be available as a result 
of a change in the slate law which 



would allow the city to use part of 
the State Highway funds for utili- 
ties. He said he would also show 
later where adjustments would have 
to be made in the road program. 

The proposed CIP calls for an 
expenditure for capital projects over 
five years of $1,118,998,216 of 
which $611,421,051 is financed in 
the current budget 

Dean Block, assistant city man- 
ager/budget, said that the budget is 
a success story. The city is finally 
catching up in its road building, 
school and other programs. 

He said, "Few cities our size 
could match what has been done and 
is being done by the city." 

Although the budget includes 
projects for the next ten years, 
funding generally is allocated only 
for the first five years. The overall 
10-year program totals 
$1,511,247,915 of which 
$437,038,289 is in water and sewer 
while the remainder is for general 
public improvements. 

The budget includes $68.4 mil- 



lion for school construction if vot- 
ers approve a school referendum on 
Nov. 7 which will increase the real 
estate property tax by 4.9 cents, and 
another referendum in 1992 for 
$64.5 million would increase the 
tax rate by 3.9 cents. 

Since November of 1988, the 
city has issued over $1.1 million in 
construction contracts for 19 pro- 
jects which are under way and ncar- 
ing completion. 

Still, Watts points out that the 
city's backlog plan for roads calls 
for a second bond referendum of $30 
million in 1991. The taxes already 
are in a place to support this refer- 
endum. 

The CIP also includes the poten- 
tial use of $16 million of the $8 
million annual special road bonds 
approved by the General Assembly, 
which, Watts says, will accelerate 
by three years the improvement of 
Salem Road and the increased fund- 
ing for rural roads. 

Also included in the CD? are: 

• The bikeway plan ($4.2 mil- 



lion) 

• Funding for the Judicial Center 
through current revenues 

• Limited renovation of Court- 
house Elementary School for 
school administration purposes. 

• Construction of a replacement 
Pendleton Child Care Service Cen- 
ter on Kempsville Road. 

• Renovation of building vacated 
by the construction of the new Ju- 
dicial Center. 



• Funding of the Stumpy Lake, 
London Bridge, Little Neck, Dia- 
mond Springs and General Booth 
fire stations which will complete 
he backlog of fire station needs. 

• Full construction of the jail. 

• Funding of $500,000 for the 
Marine Science Center expansion 
on a 50 percent city/50 percent 
state/private basis for the prelimi- 
nary design.

A public hearing on the budget 
will be held on Nov. 8 at 7 p.m. at 
Princess Anne High School.

Mayor Assures Beach Residents They're Safe 



This public statement was made 
by Mayor Meyera Oberndorf on 
Monday, Sept. 4, 1989, at the Vir- 
ginia Beach Pavilion during a press 
conference. The mayor also an- 
swered questions and showed a 
video tape of some of the weekend's 
looting. It was the mayor's first 
significant meeting with the press 
corps at-large following the 1989 
Labor Day weekend's activities. 

Good afternoon, and thank you 
all for coming today. I have a brief 
statement, and then I'll try to an- 
swer your questions. 

I want to tell the citizens of Vir- 
ginia Beach that they are safe, that 
law enforcement personnel continue 
to be present in the resort area. The 
situation is reasonably stable at this 
time, and we intend to keep it that 
way. 

I want to tell the rest of the 
world that this disturbance has been 
occurring inside an 80-block resort 
area that is just one section of Vir- 
ginia's most populous city. In the 
rest of our 310-square-mile city, 
Labor Day is being celebrated much 



like any other year. 

We all want to know why this 
disturbance happened. I can tell you 
that while this city annually hosts 
more than two million visitors, it 
has never hosted this many people 
at one time. I can also tell you that 
the law enforcement agencies in- 
volved have not been able to iden- 
tify any specific, precise incidents 
occurring either Saturday of Sunday 
night that could have precipitated 
the violence and looting that oc- 
curred. Rather, it appears to be a 
case of too many people in a con- 
fined space, which is a potential 
problem articulated by city officials 
for at least a year. It appears to be a 
case of critical mass of people 
building up and rapid mood changes 
in a huge crowd, leading to the ac- 
tivities documented in this video 
tape taken Saturday and Sunday 
nights and played now in that order. 
(Tape is shown.) 

Many details still are not avail- 
able, and I will not discuss security 
levels and tactics, past, present, or 
future. But we can review some de- 



tails related toahe scenes you've 
just viewed. 

The oceanfront crowd peaked at 
an estimated 100,000 people Satur- 
day night. On Sunday night it 
started out at about 25,000 and 
grew rapidly at 45,000 or more. 
The crowd was mostly 18 to 25 
year olds; violence and looting were 
extensive on both nights. 

Physical arrests totaled about 160 
from Friday night through Sunday 
morning, and last night at least an- 
other 100 were charged. Hundreds 
more summonses were issued dur- 
ing the period. About half of the 
people arrested are residents of 
Hampton Roads. No tear gas has 
been used, although smoke was 
employed at some points, no fatal 
force has been used by any law en- 
forcement people, and no weapons 
have been fired by police. 

Questions have been raised re- 
garding alleged excessive force be- 
ing used by law enforcement per- 
sonnel. 

All police reports and our video- 
tape show that the city has used 



"controlled response" to situations 
that have arisen. But if there are any 
questions raised regarding police 
force, the police have a procedure to 
investigate these questions and 
guide us in taking appropriate ac- 
tion. 

But all information at this point 
leads me to believe that staff and 
volunteers in the areas of security, 
emergency medical assistance, and 
many others have rendered tremen- 
dous service to this community, 
and not without some personal 
cost. Injuries to law enforcement 
personnel total at least 30 since 
Friday. 

For the rest of the holiday, we 
ask curious residents to avoid the 
Oceanfront area. I'm also appealing 
to the news media to refrain from 
highly visible, inflammatory prac- 
tices on the resort area streets. I'm 
not telling you how to do your job; 
I'm just asking you to let us do 
ours. All of us want to get the 
oceanfront back to normal as 
auicklv as possible. 

Thank you again. Now for a 
question. 



City Clarifies Greekfest Accusations 



The Virginia Beach Office of 
Public Information issued the fol- 
lowing "Labor Day Statement" on 
Wednesday, August 30, 1989: 

The city of Virginia Beach has 
received questions concerning its 
handling of arrangements for the 
annual student Labor Day Beach 
Party which has come to be known 
as "Greekfest." The following is a 
clarification of the city's standpoint. 

The city of Virginia Beach has 
built its substantial tourist industry 
on its broad appeal as a family 
beach for all visitors to enjoy. We 
welcome conventions and affinity 
groups whose size and needs we are 
able to accommodate. "Greekfest" is 
a large, unstructured college-age 
crowd whose size and needs have 
outgrown our city's ability to han- 
dle on a major holiday weekend. It 
should be noted that the city does 
not program activities for any 
affinity group of viators to Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

It is the responsibility of the 
group to determine their needs, plan 
activities, develop agendas and 



communicate~-ttieHHjeeds to city 
government through the existing 
permit process. The/structured 
group organization accepts respon- 
sibility and liability for group ac- 
tivities and pays the city for its 
public meeting facilities and for ad- 
ditional costs incurred as a result of 
group activities, i.e. portable toi- 
lets, increased security, etc. 

The city of Virginia Beach has 
attempted to help "Greekfest" orga- 
nizers determine their needs, but no 
one contact or group is responsible 
for organizing "Greekfest." City 
officials have worked with individ- 
ual outside promoters, with repre- 
sentatives from local colleges and 
universities, and with concerned in- 
dividuals since the first formally 
organized entertainment activities 
by Theoroc Promotions in 1985. 

"Greekfest" grew from a small 
group of local students who began 
the tradition of a Labor Day Beach 
Party in the early 1980s to the es- 
timated 20,000 to 40,000 students 
of "Greekfest" 1988. As the group 
grew, situations associated with 



large crowds began to cause prob- 
lems in the residential area of 
Croatan Beach, the original party 
location. When the city contacted 
local universities and colleges to 
work out these problems, they 
found that this group had no one 
formal organization to speak for 
them. Representing fraternities and 
sororities at more than 30 east coat 
and midwest universities and col- 
leges, these students have no 
identified organized leadership will- 
ing to arrange activities and accept 
liability. 

By communicating with each 
university and its Panhellenic 
Council individually, the city was 
successful in moving the Labor 
Day Beach Party from Croatan 
Beach to the larger oceanfront pub- 
lic beach. For four years (1985- 
1988), the city also rented space to 
promoters providing entertainment 
for this group. In 1988, this 
group's size grew beyond Pavilion's 
capacity. Frustrated crowds unable 
to gain entry and students inside the 
event caused physical damage to 



Pavilion. In addition to the damage, 
there were minor injuries, behav- 
ioral and crowd control problems 
and traffic gridlock preventing 
emergency vehicle access. Virginia 
Beach does not have a larger public 
convention facility able to accom- 
modate this crowd. City officials 
notified the promoter that Pavilion 
would not be rented for "Greekfest" 
in 1989 and suggestions were pro- 
vided for alternate meeting places. ' 
In light of what happened in 
1988, the city realized a need to 
plan for contingencies when large 
holiday groups or other such events 
might stretch the capacity of our 
resort facilities and our public 
safety resources. The city was not 
fully aware of the students' inten- 
tion to return to Virginia Beach for 
Labor Day until a reported student 
picnic in Philadelphia on July 8 
this year at which handbills were 
distributed encouraging this visit. 
At that time, contingency plans to 
provide a safe and enjoyable envi- 
ronment for Labor Day began to be 
implemented. 



Commerce Bank Sets $1 Million Assistance Program 



Commerce Bank has announced 
the establishment of a $1 million 
Resort Area Special Financial As- 
sistance Program for retail mer- 
chants impacted by disturbances at 
the oceanfront during the Labor Day 
Weekend. The bank will also ad- 
minister a Resort Merchants Relief 
Fund created by the Hampton Roads 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Through the loan assistance pro- 
gram, the bank makes available to 
resort merchants a total of $1 mil- 
lion, and requires no payments until 
Oct. 1, 1990, the end of next year's 
tourist season. Merchants may bor- 
row up to $50,000 to replace lost 
or damaged inventory, furniture, 
fixtures and equipment at an interest 
rate 2 percent below the current 
prime rate. 

Loans will be made according to 



standard underwriting guidelines. 

Merchants may apply immedi- 
ately for the loans through the 
bank's office at 3450 Pacific Av- 
enue in Virginia Beach. Gary R. 
Jones, Commerce Bank senior vice 
president, serves as program 
coordinator for the special assis- 
tance. He can be reached for further 
information at 456-1061. 

The bank will also administer the 
Resort Merchants Relief Fund es- 
tablished by the Hampton Roads 
Chamber. Beginning Sept. 11, 
merchants may apply for the free 
assistance by filling out an 
application available at the bank's 
Pacific Avenue office. Donations 
into the fund by individuals, orga- 
nizations and businesses are 
encouraged, and can be made at any 
Commerce office throughout 



Hampton Roads. Donated money 
will be disbursed after Sept. 30 
based on the number of qualified 
applicants enrolled. Inquiries into

A Resort Merchants Relief Fund 
has been established by the Hamp- 
ton Roads Chamber of Commerce 
to help retail businesses recover 
from the uninsured damages which 
occurred during Greekfest over the 
Labor Day weekend.

James H. Capps, presi- 
dent of the Virginia Beach 
Hotel and Motel Associa- 
tion and owner of the Breakers 
Motel, said discussion must take 
place, but that logic must tran- 
scend emotion. 

"I think that all concerned par- 
ties must gel together in a ratio- 
nal and logical manner, eliminat- 
ing emotionalism, and work to- 
gether to get our city back to 
where we want it to be. I don't 
think it's an easy process and I 
think it will take a long time; it 
will take a lot of cooperation 
from everyone. 

"We have to get through the 
emotional aspects of what hap- 
pened with each individual and 
address what happened overall and 
what we can to do correct it. At 
this point I have no ideas and I 
have no suggestions . . . it's go- 
ing to be very difficult to get ev- 
eryone to agree ... but I think 
the overall picture is that we've 
just all got to work together. A 
lot of emotional statements have 
been made recently. Probably, 



when the dust settles, people 
might take a different look at 
what's happening. But I can tell 
you point blank, I don't think we 
want what happened in our city 
to ever happen again." 

There are 155 hotels in Vir- 
ginia Beach, Capps said, 117 of 
which are represented by the As- 
sociation. 

Boden Perry, co-owner. Ev- 
erything's $1, Inc., with 60 out- 
lets in 14 states, including three 
in Virginia Beach, one on At- 
lantic Avenue, said that his store 
suffered no damage over the past 
Labor Day and welcomes the 
students back next year. 

"Yeah, I'd like to see any cus- 
tomer back," he said. 

"We opened up when people 
were coming around saying, 
"you're stupid to open up, people 
are just gonna steal.' We had no 
problem in the store." 

Perry said that the Greekfest 
could be held at Camp Pendleton, 
like, for example, when Jaycees 
and Kiwanis groups hold func- 
tions there. And a 2 a.m. curfew 



should be imposed over the Labor 
Day weekend. 

Perry said he agrees with pub- 
lished criticism from some stu- 
dents that they were overcharged 
in some instances over the Labor 
Day weekend. 

"We didn't charge anybody any 
extra because it was Greekfest. 
We didn't raise, like the hotels 
did, the rates, We didn't do like a 
lot of jewelry stores do, sell gold 
and silver chains for 10 times the 
cost . . . we're not going to be 
afraid to open next year." 

Phil Parker, owner of the 
Pierside News and Tobacco Co., 
said his store was also unscathed 
and enjoyed good business while 
he was open. 

"Well, I had an excellent Sat- 
urday," he said, adding that he had 
"no idea" why his store was 
spared from looting, except that 
it is in a small mall and "was 
just kind of out of the way." 

Parker declined 10 way whether 
or not he is in support of the 
merchants calling for the ban- 
ishment of Greekfest from Vir- 



ginia Beach. 

"I'm basically in support of 
merchants who were ruined or 
suffered losses because of the 
Greekfest." 

Does he think his store was 
spared damage because of the 
nature of his business? 

"That was one of the other op- 
tions of reasons why I didn't get 
touched. I had very good business 
Saturday and my prices aren't 
overinflated. As a matter of fact, I 
gave out of my pocket to help a 
couple of customers make their 
purchase. That might have 
something to do with it . . . they 
might have come up a dollar 
short (on a roll of film) and I let 
them slide." 

Capps, responding to Perry's 
comments about overcharging 
said, "everybody's got an opinion 
... but nobody's got a solution." 
He also accused the media to 
continuing to "stir" up the issue 
and said that the media's continu- 
ing coverage "does not help any 
of us."

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Resort Planner Barry Frankenfield Is 
Intent On Improving The Oceanfront

Barry Frankenfield, resort planner 
for Virginia Beach's Resort Area 
Programs, wasn't always interested 
in landscape architecture. In met, for 
a while he didn't know what he 
wanted to do. 

Born and raised in Pennsylvania, 
right outside of Philadelphia, 
Frankenfield traveled to Virginia 
after high school graduation to at- 
tend college. Because he was unsure 
of his career choice, he majored in 
religious studies. 

After college, Frankenfield took 
some time off and traveled, and 
even lived in the Virgin Islands. He 
finally landed in Virginia Beach, 
where he worked for several years in 
the restaurant business, from man- 
ager to bartender. 

In 1980 he decided to go back to 
school. Through the influence of 
Meade Palmer, a well known land- 
scape architect and close friend of 
Franken field's, he attended George 
Washington University to study 
landscape architecture. One year 
later, he transferred to Conway 
School of Design in Conway, 



"I really like my job and the potential it has 
and the fact that there are visions and goals. 
That's exciting" he said. 



Mass., and received his master's de- 
gree. 

"I looked at other careers. I spent 
three years trying to figure out what 
I wanted to do," Frankenfield said. 

Frankenfield's connections with 
Palmer paid off; he was offered a 
job with his firm in Warrenton, 
Va., which is approximately 45 
miles outside of Washington, D.C. 
For two years Frankenfield "got a 
lot of good experience" in park 
planning, highway design and 
institutional work for colleges. 

"I enjoyed the job and I enjoyed 
the country," Frankenfield said of 
the small town. But he still wanted 
to return to Virginia Beach. 

In 1984 Frankenfield and his wife 
Patti moved to Ghent when he 
landed a job with MMM Design 
Group, an engineering firm in Nor- 
folk. 

"We realized we really wanted to 
live at the beach," Frankenfield de- 
cided after six months with the 



firm. - 

At about the same time, 
Frankenfield ran across the job with 
the city of Virginia Beach, a plan- 
ner position to assist in the re- 
designing of the boardwalk. He ap- 
plied and received the job. 

"I said to myself, 'I'm perfect fqr 
that job,'" Frankenfield said. 

Frankenfield accepted the job, not 
knowing where the job was headed. 
All he knew was that the city was 
very interested in improving the re- 
sort area. 

"It took me away from actual de- 
sign and more into administration 
and planning and project manage- 
ment," he said. "The shift has been 
a growth experience." 

Since Frankenfield first went to 
work for the city, his office has 
been able to initiate major projects 
at the oceanfront such as the re- 
designed boardwalk, Atlantic Av- 
enue beautification and the con- 
struction of the new Visitor Infor-

Smith Participates In CAT 
Competition In West Germany

Sweat channels down the faces ot 
four tank crewmen, perspiration 
generated equally by heat and antic- 
ipation, as they position their 60- 
ton armored vehicle to unleash the 
fury of die tank's main gun on any 
targets that suddenly appear. 

An ear ringing, teeth-rattling 
boom jolts onlookers as a target 
falls - another successful hit for die 
crew. 

U.S. Army Specialist Douglas 
S. Smith recently took part in the 
16th version of the hotly-contested 
Canadian Army Trophy (CAT) 
competition, at Bergen-Hohne, on 
the northern plains of West Ger- 
many. The contest is designed to 
test the skills of tank crews from 
West Germany, Belgium, The 
Netherlands, Canada, and United 
States, all members of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO). 

"Most of the time, my job con- 
sists of setting up the radios in the 
control tower at each range," said 
Smith, son of Robert S. Smith, 
Dodge Drive, and son-in-law of 
Margaret Gray, Broad St., both of 
Virginia Beach. "Once I've done 
that, I check out each tank to ensure 
that their radios and internal inter- 
com systems work properly. If they 
don't, I troubleshoot the system to 
find the defect Once that's done, I 
fix what I can, which usually in- 
volves replacing cable and control 



boxes. Once everything works, I 
wait for something else to break. 

"My job is pretty good for the 
most part. The only problem is that 
once I've fixed everything, it gets a 
little boring. Sometimes the hours 
I work are tedious because I'm on 
call 24 hours a day, seven-days-a- 
week. If a radio or internal phone 
line goes down,. I have to fix it as 
quickly as possible, but it's nice to 
know I'm needed-" 

The contest ended with U.S. pla- 
toons in their M1A1 tanks taking 
first place in the night firing. But a 
relaxed, long-haired Dutch team 
took: first place by hitting 31 of 32 
targets in the high stakes daytime 
competition, outscoring its nearest 
competitor by 412 points and lead- 
ing the Northern Army Group to 
victory. 

The competition, consisting of 
multinational teams of the Northern 
Army and Central Army Groups, 
was initiated in 1963 by Canada, to 
test the best tank platoons in the 
region. 

It's designed to improve the 
standard of NATO lank gunnery 
which is necessary if the alliance is 
to fight and win a battle against any 
aggressive foe in Europe. It also 
helps foster a spirit of team work 
and cohesiveness within NATO 
among the competing Army group 
teams. 

"The CAT competition gives the 
different NATO countries a chance 
to train and celebrate their victories 
together. It lets us see how our al-

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lies train so we know what it'll be 
like to fight with them on our 
side," said Smith. 

The soldiers selected to partici- 
pate are among the best tank pla- 
toons in Europe. During the week 
long competition they reap many 
professional benefits from being in 
an atmosphere where team work is 
an essential ingredient to winning. 
These advantages can be anything 
from getting the rare opportunity to 
fire live ammunition, to an im- 
proved understanding of what their 
tanks and equipment are really ca- 
pable of doing in a competitive en- 
vironment. 

"While working with the CAT 
team, I've accepted the responsibil- 
ity of maintaining the entire com- 
pany virtually by myself. This has 
given me a strong sense of pride, 
because I know that every tank's 
communication in this unit is a di- 
rect reflection on me," said Smith. 

The competition is also impor- 
tant in creating personal contacts 
between soldiers from different 
countries, and allowing them to 
meet one another in a spirit of true 
camarderie. The ability to form 
bonds of friendship and learn more 
about each other provides many 



benefits. Members from different 
Army group teams watch and cheer 
for their teammates from other na- 
tions. There's a lot of flag waving 
and exchanging of uniform items 
and insignia 

"Being part of CAT helps the 
time pass a lot faster, because I'm 
out in the field about two weeks 
out of every month. It also keeps 
me very busy. However, I don't like 
the fact that the tankers seem to get 
all the recognition for their success, 
and support units, seem to get 
blamed for their failures. I guess 
that's life." 

Soldiers involved with the con- 
test soon found other activities 
ranging from exploring the local 
area, to celebrating with soldiers 
from the participating countries, a 
welcomed relief from the stress of 
competition. 

"Most of the soldiers in the other 
NATO armies are easy to get along 
with and they love to party," said 
Smith, a 1985 graduate of Princess 
Anne High School. 

Smith and his wife, Allison, 
have two children; Andrew, 2, and 
Amber, 1.

But the debates in the Senate concerning this resolution 
reveal that the intention of such a day was to stimulate a deep regard for the 
principles of the Constitution. Thus, it seemed appropriate to change the 
commemorative date to September 17. 

In 1952, the United States Department of Justice supported the proposal 
as did the Committees on American Citizenship of (he Federal Bar Associa- 
tion and the American Bar Association. The Joint Resolution passed that 
year recognized the principle that the Constitution creates the basis for citi- 
zenship and it is up to the citizens to maintain its ideals. 

At the suggestion of the National Society Daughters of the American 
Revolution, Congress authorized the President in 19S6 to proclaim an entire 
week as a period to study the framing of the Constitution and its signifi- 
cance to every citizen. The real purpose of this week was and is to 
strengthen a Nation dedicated to liberty and justice. 

This year, the Commission on the Bicentennial of the United States 
Constitution has distributed a booklet, Constitution Week — An American 
Legacy, to encourage all Americans to participate in Constitution Week by 
honoring our great legacy — the Constitution of the United States. 

In his introductory letter, Warren E. Burger, retired chief justice and 
chairman of the Commission, writes, "Constitution Week is an observance 
not only of our freedoms, but of our responsibilities as citizens as well. It 
provides an opportunity for all to join with family, friends and community 
in an annual salute to the Constitution ... a legacy representing not only 
the respect we all share for our governing document, but also our commit- 
ment to educate all citizens, especially our youth — the leaders of tomorrow 
— concerning its history and principles." 

At the request of the local DAR Chapters, on September 13 Mayor Mey- 
era Obemdorf will sign a Constitution Week Proclamation. Present for this 
event will be the Adam Thoroughgood Chapter Regent, Louise Wicker, and 
historian, Julia McAlees; Francis Land Chapter Regent, Roberta Smith, 
and historian, Kaye Mitchell; Lynnhaven Parish Chapter Regent, Carolyn 
Scullion, and historian, Faye Jones; Princess Anne Chapter Regent, Edwina 
Walsh, and Vice Regent, Lucille Salkowski.

Improvements have also started along AUantic Avenue: removal of over- 
hanging signs, facade improvements and removal of overhead utility lines in 
the "demonstration" area (20th to 25lh Streets) for the Resort Streetscapes 
Improvements C.IP. project. The cost for removing overhead wires in the 
"demonstration" area was approximately $1 million, removing overhead 
wires is one-fourth of the cost of strectscapc improvements. 

This fall, the above ground "streetscape" improvements will begin in the 
demonstration blocks and Atlantic Avenue will have a totally new and 
exciting look. 

Sidewalks will be widened and new lights, pavers, traffic signals, and 
street trees will be added, also new water and sewer lines will be installed. 
The demonstration blocks will include 20th to 25th Streets of Atlantic Av- 
enue as well as 21st and 22nd Streets from Atlantic to Pacific Avenue. 

The location of the improvements is planned to provide a position and 
attractive entrance to the Oceanfront The cost for the streetscape improve- 
ments in this phase is approximately $3 million with an additional 
$600,000 for water and sewer. 

While the "demonstration" streetscape improvements are being installed, 
the second section of Atlantic Avenue duct bank will be installed and most 
of the overhead utilities will be removed. The second section of improve- 
ments includes Atlantic Avenue from 15th to 20th Streets and 17th and 19th 
Streets from Atlantic to Pacific Avenue. 

The total Streetscape Improvement Project is broken into eight sections 
of Atlantic Avenue and extends from Rudee Loop to 42nd Street and in- 
cludes major side streets. The project is to be completed by the Spring of 
1997. The total cost for the streetscape improvements is currently estimated 
at $34 million. 

The other exciting improvement you will be seeing soon is the building 
of the new Information Center, construction on the $1.75 million facility 
will start this fall and it will be located in the Route 44 highway median 
across from the Pavilion. The land for the center was transferred to the city 
at no cost from the state. The new Information Center will include very at- 
tractive plantings, parking for 60 cars, and a large lobby and exhibit area. 
The location of the new Information Center is ideally accessible and will 
provide an attractive gateway to visitors as they enter the Resort Area.

The idea of the Southeaster! 1 ! Ex- 
pressway has been around since 
1983, but some Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake citizen who formed an 
organization to keep up with devel- 
opments now feel as thought they 
are in the dark.

ing the Landstown Civic Associa- 
tion and the Seatag Advisory 
Group, asked Council what was 
going on. 



Seatag is an association of prop- 
erty owners in the two cities. 

Kyle said that he had expected the 
State Department of Transportation 
and Maguire Associates, VDOT's 
consultant on the project, to give a 
full presentation several weeks ago 
before City Council. But all that 
was presented were the dates for the 
plan review sessions and public 
hearings in Chesapeake and Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

Kyle said he did not know the 
city's position on the project, 
which he understood was requested 
by the Beach in 1983. He said that 
most of the public became aware of 



the project in January of 1988 and 
Seatag was formed shortly after- 
ward. 

He said that Seatag wanted to be 
sure the public is made aware before 
the city adopts a resolution or 
VDOT selects an alignment. He 
said that their concerns were raised 
by an editorial in a local newspaper 
which indicated that studies done by 
VDOT show that the road was not 
needed. 

"Is this road really needed?" Kyle 
asked. He said that a study should 
be done on the points raised by the 
writer. 

Of the VDOT study, he said, it 
does not address the funding. Tolls 
have been the onlv funding mecha- 



nism mentioned and the most > he 
could find out about that, is that the 
tolls will be around a dollar. 

The study, he said, also did not 
include a Dec. 15, 1987, meeting 
which was attended by 15 of the 
most prominent people. There were 
more people, said Kyle, at that 
meeting than at any other meetings, 
and the 1 others were recorded in the 
study. 

McClanan remarked that Council 
also expected more than the hearing 
dates. She said that Kyle wants 
Council to have a public hearing. 

She explained that people think 
they have made a point in letters 
and telephone calls to VDOT. but 



then the comments disappear. 

City Manager Aubrey V. Watts 
Jr. said that the city would be re- 
quired to pass a resolution before 
any action is taken by the state. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
was worried that this might be one 
of the occasions when the city will 
have to repay the state for the study 
if the road is not constructed. 

McClanan said that "They just 
said they couldn't fund it, but kept 
on spending more." 

VDOT will hold public hearings 
at the Virginia Beach Pavilion from 
noon to 9 p.m. on Sept.. 25 and 26 
and at the Chesapeake Holiday Inn 
from noon to 9 p.m. on Sept. 27 
and 28.

The Senate Armed Forces Staff 
Committee is initiating an inquiry 
into the role of the National Guard 
during the Labor Day Greekfest ri- 
ots. 

U.S. Senator John Warner made 
an unscheduled appearance at the 
Virginia Beach City Council meet- 
ing recently to relay the interest of 
the Federal government in assisting 
the business community which 
suffered financial losses during the 
riots, in assessing the participation 
of the National Guard and in lend- 
ing moral as well as financial sup- 
port to the recovery of the Beach as 
a viable resort. 

Senator Warner was at the resort 
to address a state-sponsored 
"Women in the Virginia 90's" pro- 
gram at the Pavilion. After the La- 
bor Day riots he said, there had 
been some talk about changing the 
location of the program. Instead, he 
said, the conference remained at the 
Beach. A capacity attendance was at 
the Pavilion, he said, and about 100 
had to be turned away. 

Warner said the first came to the 
area as a young sailor in 1946 and 



the cTtwwas good to him then. 
Virginia B^ach has continue 
good to hirr Nheadded ^nd "I am 
happy to come down and offer a 
help of my office." He noted that 
after the Labor Day weekend, the 
Small Business Administration was 
contacted to offer some assistance. 

After hearing Mayor Meyera 
Oberndorf speak at the Pavilion 
session, he said, he came to the 
Council meeting to report that 
Federal assistance is available to the 
businesses that were looted and 
vandalized through the Small Busi- 
ness Administration and that other 
assistance may also he available. 

In a resolution adopted last week 
Council requested the assistance of 
the Small Business Administration 
to help in the recovery of the resort 
strip. 

Since the National Guard is under 
the Department of Defense, he said, 
the Armed Services Committee is 
interested in its participation during 
the riots. The Guard was called in 
to assist local and state police 
forces in quelling the riots which 
were most sever during early Sun- 
day morning of the weekend, and 
continued the following night.

A Draft Environmental Assess- 
ment (EA), which evaluates a pro- 
posal to rehabilitate the wetland 
impoundments of the Back Bay 
National Wildlife Refuge (NWR), 
has been completed. 

The draft EA will be available for 
a 30-day public review and com- 
ment period beginning Sept. 20, 
and continuing through Oct. 19, 
according to Anthony D. Legcr, 
refuge manager. 

Refuge managers across the 
country are examining ways to re- 
verse the decline in certain popula- 
tions of ducks and geese which are 
at an all-time low. These efforts are 
in accordance with The North 
American Waterfowl Management 
Plan (Plan), an international agree- 
ment between the United States and 
Canada, which is aimed at improv- 
ing the plight of waterfowl. 



The draft EA will 
be available for re- 
view beginning 
Sept. 20 at the Back 
Bay National Wild- 
life Refuge Office. 



According to Leger, the draft EA 
was prepared with the objectives of 
this plan in mind. If efforts to im- 
prove the impoundments are initi- 
ated, the ability of Refuge person- 
nel to manage these areas will be 
greatly improved. 

The draft EA addresses limita- 
tions in the existing system and 



outlines four alternatives, including 
the "Proposed Action" alternative, a 
multi-thousand dollar project de- 
signed to better serve the needs of 

waterfowl and other wetland depen- 
dent wildlife. 

This alternative recommends the 
raising of all existing dikes, adding 
and replacing water control struc- 
tures, creating a 40-acre storage 
pool in C-Pool, creating a water 
transport channel through B-Pool, 
constructing two lateral dikes east 
of the East Dike, and excavating 
39,000 feet of new water transport 
ditches. 

Other alternatives include the 
"No Action" alternative which 
would entail the continuation of 
existing Refuge practices involving 
marsh and water management; the 
"No Management" alternative 
which would hall all marsh and 



management; and the 
"Minimum Action Needed" alterna- 
tive which would involve the rais- 
ing of dikes, the installation and 
replacement of water control struc- 
tures, and the excavation of 39,000 
feet of new water transport ditches. 

The draft EA will be available for 
review beginning Sept. 20 at the 
Back Bay National Wildlife Refuge 
Office, located at 4005 Sandpiper 
Road. 

Review copies will also be lo- 
cated at all libraries in the city of 
Virginia Beach and at the bookmo- 
bile. Written comments on the 
Draft EA will be accepted through 
Oct 19, and should be sent to the 
Refuge Office at the address noted 
above. Questions regarding the EA 
can be directed to Assistant Refuge 
Manager John Phillips, at 721- 
2412 between 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. 
Monday through Friday. 



The Tidewater Transportation 
District Commission has agreed to 
equip its buses with wheelchair 
lifts. 

Virginia Beach Councilwoman 
Barbara Henley, who serves as 
chairman of the Commission, told 
the Beach Council at an informal 
session that the first 20 of the lift- 
equipped buses will be available in 
January and another 20 will be 
available in August. 

A policy being considered by the 
Commission asserts that the 
TTDC's transportation services 
program for citizens with disabili- 
ties shall provide both life-equipped 
bus and curb-to-curb handi-ride ser- 
vice. Henley presented the proposed 
policy to Council, saying that it 
will take a year before the policy, 
now in draft for, will be in effect. 

Individual handicapped individu- 
als and advocacy groups have been 
agitating for years for wheelchair 
lift-equipped buses on regular fixed- 
route services. The program has 
been rejected in the past by the cost 
of equipping all the buses and the 
adequacy of handi-ride vans which 
provide curb-to-curb services. It was 
also urged that some types of hand- 
icapped persons would have a prob- 
lem getting into a bus stop and 
therefore would not benefit from the 
program. 



The Tidewater Regional Transit 
is also implementing a time-trans- 
fer system, which Henley said, is 
patterned after a system in Canada. 
The Tidewater system will be the 
first in the Unite States. 

Under the system bus routes will 
be coordinated so that the buses 
will meet hourly at transfer points. 
In Virginia Beach the transfer 
points will be Hilltop and Pem- 
broke. Henley said it would take 
two years to phase in all the routes. 
In addition, the TRT is adapting a 
communication system so that the 
TRT center will know where every 
bus is at any given time. 

In adjusting the time schedules to 
allow for lime transfers, Henley 
said that TRT has tried not to 
change the boarding times more 
than 15 minutes. 

Henley said that an information 
campaign will begin next week. 

Following Henley's report, 
Mayor Meyera Oberndorf remarked 
that since Henley has been chair- 
man of the TTDC things have been 
happening, things that have been 
merely talked about for years. 

Henley replied that it was just 
coincidental.

Beach Updates Labor Day Arrest Statistics 



The Virginia Beach Police Department has completed its analysis of 
physical arrests made at the oceanfront during the Labor Day weekend, 
including charts indicating the age, race and residence of the 158 persons 
charged, as well as a breakdown of the type of offenses. 

Of those physically arrested, there were a total of seven felony and 151 
misdemeanor charges filed for offenses which occurred from September 1 
through 5, 1989 at the oceanfront. The analysis area inlcudes the boundaries 
of Rudee Inlet, 40th Street and Arctic Avenue. 

The total of 158 charges is less than earlier predicted in a preliminary 
report on September 5. It has been determined that the earlier figure of 220 
included approximately 35 traffic offenses and 25 charges which occurred 
outside the boundary area. 

Statistics regarding misdemeanor summonses and traffic related 
summonses at the oceanfront during the Labor Day weekend will require 
more time to compile and should be available soon.

"Project Cleanup" Begins At The Beach Oceanfront 



The Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce, two area banks and 
scores of private citizens have 
joined in an effort to help ocean- 
front businesses recover from dam- 
age that occurred during the Labor 
Day weekend. 

Commerce Bank has established 
a Resort Area Special Financial 
Assistance Program. The $1 mil- 



lion fund will be available to resort 
area merchants who may borrow up 
to $50,000 to replace lost or dam- 
aged inventory. No payments are 
required until October of 1990, the 
end of next year's tourist season. 

At People's Bank of Virginia 
Beach, a Beach Owner's Relief Fund 
has been set up. The bank is hop-

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Maybe it was the prospect of 
looking like Driver with all its TV 
towers, but City Council is learn- 
ing to say "no" to communications 
towers. 

Contel Cellular, Inc. fell victim 
to overwhelming opposition from 
the community and Council's 
interest in coming up with a plan 
for the towers. 

Contel had requested a condi- 
tional use permit for a communica- 
tions tower on property located on 
the north side of Muddy Creek 
Road, east of Princess Anne Road 
on 2.943 acres in the Pungo Bor- 
ough. 

Council voted 6-5 to deny the 
applications. Voting against denial 
were Councilmcn William D. Ses- 
soms, John L. Perry, John A. 
Baum, Harold Heischober and Vice 
Mayor Robert V. Fentress. 

Howard Martin, Contel acting 
chairman, said that the tower would 
complete the company's coverage of 
the area and without it, it would not 
be capable of competing. 

The company has towers on Mill 
Dam Road, at the oceanfront and 
10th Street, on Euclid Avenue and 
Salem Road. 

As to sharing, which Council 
likes to ask applicants to do, Mar- 
tin said that the tower can't go far 
from the location; the city tower is 



too far, and the Cox tower is too 
short and also not strong enough to 
handle Contel needs. But, said 
Martin, Contel would be willing to 
share its tower. As a plus for the 
neighborhood, he said that the 
tower falls under the FAA height 
limit for requiring a light. 

"Not one resident on Muddy 
Creek Road will see the tower," he 
said. 

Pungo Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley pointed out that "when 
you're there you get a different 
viewpoint," although she allowed 
as to how the "worst looking tower 
in Pungo is the city's." 

"This is not going to go away," 
Councilman Albert Balko added. 
"Council has a problem with aes- 
thetics." 

Councilman John D. Moss said 
that all the applicants for towers are 
willing to make their tower avail- 
able to others, but are never will- 
ing, for various reasons, to use 
someone else's tower. Council may 
be giving the wrong message, he 
said, by not resolving the issue, and 
should look more into sharing. At 
some point Council should "just 
say no," he said. 

"People, if they have to, will get 
together and share," he said.

City Outiaws Kids In 
Pick-Up Truck Beds 



Does Virginia Beach think more 
of its pets than its children? 

The city apparently does not 
want to be perceived that way so it 
had an ordinance prepared outlawing 
the practice of young children riding 
in the beds of open trucks, espe- 
cially pickup trucks. After all, the 
city already has an ordinance pro- 
hibiting pets from riding in pick- 
ups. When that law was passed 
about a year ago, Mayor Meyera 
Oberndorf said asked, "Why not 
children?" 

Council still was not ready to 
take the step Monday and deferred 
the ordinance for two weeks. 

"If you're in trouble," Oberndorf 
said to assistant city attorney 
W.E.B. By man who presented the 
ordinance, "it's because I asked." 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said she would vote against the or- 
dinance. "I'm guilty," she said, re- 
calling the number of time she had 
driven with children riding in the 
bed of a pick-up truck. 

Vice Mayor Robert V. Fentress 
wondered about the impact of the 
ordinance on the kids who ride that 
way going to high school. But he 



also was thinking about the Friday 
and Saturday night crowd on At- 
lantic Avenue which might be a 
little more subdued by the ordi- 
nance. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
asked how the city would respond 
to a pick-up truck with a shell. 

If that part of the law is ambigu- 
ous, interim City Attorney Kevin 
Cosgrove said, the case would be 
thrown put of court. 

The Boy Scouts, said Byman, do 
not permit riders in a pickup with 
or without a shell. 

Ditto for the Girl Scouts, said 
Councilwoman Nancy Parker. 

Councilman John D. Moss said 
that a certain amount of informed 
risk is permissible but many per- 
sons would not use a scat belt un- 
less they were required by law. He 
supposed, he said, that the pick-up 
law would be enforced like the seat 
belt law with trucks stopped only 
in connection with another infrac- 
tion said that laws such as these do 
sensitize people to dangers. 

The law as proposed would not 
permit a child under the age of 16 
to ride in the open portion of the 
vehicle.

Driver with all the TV stations. 

Lee Barnes, representing residents 
of Muddy Creek Road, said that the 
people ar getting uncomfortable 
with the proliferation of communi- 
cations towers in Pungo. He said 
this might be a litmus test. He 
added that the tower would be just 
two feet shorter than the FAA re- 
quires for lighting. "Who is to say 
another accident won't occur?" He 
objected to the electromagnetic 
radiation which would emanate 



from the lower. "My family does 
not want to be bombarded with 
electromagnetic radiation." He said 
his worst nightmare is "monstrous 
towers coming out of the trees." 

But one speaker saw nothing ob- 
jectionable about the proposed 
tower when compared with the 
city's 91 1 tower. 

Henley said that Council should 
determine the ultimate need. What 
we need is some planning time, she 
said, and made the motion for de- 
nial.

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Dry Fire Hydrant Installed In Back Bay Area 
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Virginia Beach Mayor

What happens when a fire starts in an area of Virginia Beach where there 
isn't enough water nearby to put it out quickly? The firefighters at Station 
17, along with help from the Public Works and Public Utilities Depart- 
ments, have come up with a unique solution to this problem — a dry fire 
hydrant , 

Back in November of last year, construction was underway on the new 
Back Bay Marina Bridge across Muddy Creek on North Muddy Creek Road. 
Engine Company 17 made a routine inspection of the site. During this in- 
spection. Master Firefighter Eddie Johnson came up with the idea of incor- 
porating a fire truck connection into the bridge so that Muddy Creek could 
more readily be used as a water supply for the Fire Department. Chris De- 
Ford, the public works engineer who was supervising the bridge project, 
was enthusiastic about the idea and offered to help. 

Several different methods for pumping water from the creek were consid- 
ered. It was determined that a dry hydrant would be the most effective proce- 
dure. Firefighter Johnson drew up plans for a dry hydrant system. The con- 
tractor added it to his design for the bridge and installed the system. It be- 
came operational on June 13. 

Here's how a dry hydrant works. A dry hydrant is installed near a water 
source like a river or creek. This source can be used to supply water for fire 



As more and more people move out to the 
country, the dry hydrants are helping to pro- 
vide adequate water sources in case of fire, 

companies in rural areas where conventional fire hydrants and water systems 
do not exist. 

In the Muddy Creek system, a steel pipe was placed into the waters of the 
creek. Attached to the bottom of the pipe is a strainer which keeps debris 
and marine life from clogging the pipe. The pipe was connected to the Back 
Bay Marina Bridge and a hookup for fire trucks was fastened to the other 
end. When a fire breaks out in the area, the fire truck connects to the dry 
hydrant and begins to pump water from the creek. 

Last month, Company 17 conducted tests on the dry hydrant at Muddy 
Creek to see how effective the system is and how much water it could 
pump. The company simulated a fire one mile from the bridge. One truck 
stayed at the fire site while other trucks transported water from the water 
source at Muddy Creek to the truck. Using the dry hydrant system to pump

ACCESS Helps Kids To Afford Attending College

Freshman students in Norfolk's public schools have recendy been in- 
formed of a wonderful opportunity for them if they will stay in school and 
keep their grades up. 

The Tidewater Scholarship Foundation's ACCESS program has told all 
2,200 of them that if they stay in school, graduate with an overall C-plus 
average (2.5 grade-point average), have at least a C in all college preparatory 
courses, maintain at least 90 percent attendance, and continue in good stand- 
ing in school, that ACCESS will guarantee that monetary aid will be avail- 
able when they graduate for the student to attend college. 

There also has to be parental or guardian involvement and an agreement 
for some personal contribution toward college costs; but for many low-in- 
come students, this presents the needed incentive to hope that they can go to 
college. 

Last year, ACCESS was successful in obtaining almost $1.4 million in 
aid to help 307 students. This represented about $4,500 per student. Obvi- 
ously, far greater sums of money will be needed to fund their new goals, 
even if only a third of the students take them upon their offer and agree to 
accept the ACCESS "challenge."

tion to parents and children who might otherwise never dare to hope. 

The cost of a college education, even in America's public colleges and 
universities, is beyond the hope of many poor and low income families. In a 
recent article in MONEY magazine, colleges and universities were rated on 
various scales and parents were advised on when to begin saving and how to 
get through the maze of financial assistance. The article listed both the Uni- 
versity of Virginia and William and Mary as least expensive of the colleges 
that graduate 80 percent or more of their freshman class. 

Tuition, room and board for the 1989-90 academic year for the University 
of Virginia is $10,146 and for William and Mary $1 1,966 putting either out 
of reach for even middle income students who do not have financial assis- 
tance. Sarah Lawrence, Dartmouth, and Boston University each at $19,000 
plus per year were among the most expensive. 

Taking inflation and the rising costs of tuition into account, the article

Establishing The United States Judicial System 




The city of Virginia Beach has now approved plans for a much needed ju- 
dicial center. When completed, it will be the largest and most expensive 
building in the Municipal Center. Although the contract for construction of 
these state courtrooms may not be awarded until 1990, this is an appropriate 
time to review the beginnings of our federal court system under the Consti- 
tution. 

Probably, the Senate's most notable contribution during the first session 
of the First Congress was the writing of the first Judiciary Act. When 
signed into law September 24, 1798, the nation's third branch of govern- 
ment was established. 

The absence of the a national judiciary had been considered a major weak- 
ness of the Articles of Confederation. However, the delegates at the Consti- 
tutional Convention disagreed as to the specific form the judicial branch 
should take. Some argued that the state courts could hear all cases in the 
first instance, and that the right of appeal to the Supreme Court would be 
sufficient to protect national rights. Others were concerned that litigants 
from other states would be dealt with unjustly by parochial state courts. 

Article III of the Constitution was a compromise, which states, in part, 
"The judicial power of the United States, shall be vested in one Supreme 
Court, and in such inferior Courts as the Congress may from time to time

tides of Confederation. 

ordain and establish." The conflict between the states' rights advocates and 
the federalists was postponed until the new government was in operation. 
Implementation was left up to the First Congress. 

Discussions of Senate Bill Number One involved many of the same par- 
ticipants and same arguments as the debates in the Constitutional Conven- 
tion. Again, there was the question of whether lower federal courts should be 
created at all. 

The Antifederalists continued to express their fear of an all-powerful na- 
tional judiciary, believing it would swallow state sovereignty and ride 
roughshod over the rights of the people. 

The day after the Senate achieved its first quorum, April 7, 1789, a select 
Senate Committee was set up to write the Judiciary Act. It was believed for 
many years that the principal work was done by Oliver Ellsworth of Con-

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Council Turns Down Borrow Pit Application 



Although a Seaboard Road site 
was described as being a "transition 
area nobody knows what to do 
with," City Council knew it did not 
want it to be a borrow pit 

Council by a vote of 7-4 turned 
down an application of the 
Williams Corporation of Virginia 
for a use permit for a borrow pit on 
the east side of Seaboard Road, 
northwest of the intersection of 
Seaboard Road and Princess Anne 
Road. The parcel, located at 2893 
Seaboard Road, is part of the Bur- 
roughs farm and contains 247.38 
acres. The pit was to be approxi- 
mately 80 acres. The Williams 
Corporation, a large Virginia Beach 
road building company, planned to 
use the sand in road construction 
projects at the Beach. Robert 
Cromwell, attorney representing 
Williams, pointed out that short- 
ened haul distances which would be 
made possible by the location of 
the pit on Seaboard Road, would 
lower the cost of the projects. 

The Planning Commission had 
recommended denial by an unani- 



mous vote. Dissenting from the 
Council vote were Vice Mayor 
Robert V. Fentress and Councilmen 
Albert Balko, John L. Perry and 
William D. Sessoms. 

Residents opposed the applica- 
tion because of the traffic the 
operation would generate on 
Seaboard Road which is a narrow 
country road for which the city has 
not plans for improvement, and be- 
cause of the possible threat to the 
wells in the area where city water is 
not available. 

Councilman John A. Baum re- 
marked, "We've got a transition area 
nobody knows what to do with," 
and said he was concerned about the 
groundwater also. 

The property is located below the 
Green Line where residential devel- 
opment has been discouraged by 
city-imposed downzoning and the 
absence of water, sewer and adequate 
transportation. The property was 
once zoned residential but was 
downzoned along with other 
properties south of the Green Line 



so that now it is a zoned agricul- 
tural. 

Cromwell said that Williams has 
a $1 1 million annual payroll and is 
one of the largest employers in 
Virginia Beach. 

The applicant, he said, agreed 
with all but one of the 19 condi- 
tions attached to the permit and of- 
fered a few more of its own. 

The company agreed to replace 
any wells which dry up within 
1000 feet of the pit site and beyond 
1000 feet would replace any well in 
the city if it is shown that the bor- 
row pit caused the well to dry up. 

The company also would recon- 
struct Seaboard Road to Princess 
Anne Road, but on the present 
right-of-way, and would construe,], 
berms on the north and south sides 
of the property. 

Cromwell said that eight pits are 
operating in the city of which two 
are owned by the city. 

Anne Grove, an attorney repre- 
senting the Foxfire subdivision, 
said that Seaboard Road is not the 
proper place for the pit. She men- 



tioned the traffic, the potential for 
salt water intrusion in the wells, 
and the safety hazard for children 
who might wander in the vicinity 
of the pit. 

Jeff Hartley, of 2988 Seaboard 
Road, said that he was concerned 
about the impact of the pit on the 
groundwater on which farmers de- 
pend during a drought. 

Another resident, Betty Johnson, 
said that well water is a big issue in 
the neighborhood and that 50 
school buses use the road each day. 

May France, of 2977 Seaboard 
Road, submitted petitions contain- 
ing 700 signatures of taxpayers op- 
posed to the borrow pit. Cromwell 
pointed out later that only 446 
houses are located on Seaboard 
Road, and asked that if Foxfire was 
so compatible, why did the city re- 
sort to downzoning. 

"Where are you going to put it?" 
asked Cromwell. "Where do you 
think the trucks from Chesapeake 
(borrow pits) will come from? 
Centerville Turnpike! They've done 
it in other parts of the city." 



Princess Anne Borough Coun- 
cil woman Reba McClanan said that 
the borough has its share of borrow 
pits. She said her primary concern 
was for the health, safety and wel- 
fare of all, that she had tried to be 
objective, but that if the same rea- 
soning were applied to every appli- 
cation "we would have them all." 

She said she noticed so far that 
the bidding for the road projects has 
been competitive. 

McClanan said that Seaboard is a 
country road and "there are no plans 
to change that." She said that a lit- 
tle can be added but "you are not 
going to change it." 

She moved for denial. 

Pungo Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley who seconded the motion. 
said that she agreed with McClanan 
on the road issue, but that there is 
also die groundwater issue. She said 
that a study done in the 80s cau- 
tioned the city to be careful about 
allowing borrow pits. She said that 
the damage done by borrow pits is 
not known until it is done. "If we 
lose groundwater there is no way to 



reclaim it.' 

Balko said that the decision was 
hard, but that the $60 to $90 a 
truck load extra it would cost to 
haul the fill from someplace else 
has to come from the taxpayers. 

The company planned to operate 
18 to 20 trucks which would carry 
five to ten loads a day.

Block 
Mothers representatives are active 
in both the Virginia Beach Crime 
Prevention Steering Committee and 
the Virginia Beach Multi-Discipline 
Team for the Prevention of Child 
Abuse.

for the ceremony they had there," 
Ewers said. Approximately 150 
people were in attendance at 
Oceana. 

The Virginia Beach Jaycees re- 
lit the continuously burning 
Flame of Hope about five or six 
years ago, said Jaycee President 
Dan Mumm, after it had been 
extinguished in 1973 due to the 
energy crisis. The Jaycees will 
this spring begin a fund drive, 
Mumm said, to raise the $1,000 
a year needed to maintain and fuel 
the flame, which burns on 
propane. He said memories of the 
country's servicemen should 
never be forgotten. 

"You have to remember that 
these guys were just kids, most 
of them, when they went over to 
Vietnam," Mumm said. "And 
anyone who is a Vietnam vet is 
probably getting on to middle age 
and yet there are still people alive 



over there; you know, they actu- 
ally spent their whole life, if you 
think about it, in service to their 
country." 

Among those gathered for the 
ceremony was Bruce Harkins, a 
Timberlake resident and Marine 
who spend 6 \ years in the 
Corps, including 2 J in Vietnam. 

"I haven't missed one (a cere-' 
mony) yet," Harkins said. "It's 
something I owe - 1 can at least 
do this much for my brothers. 

"A lot of the community here 
themselves are veterans and we 
want our brothers back; this is 
one way of showing our sup- 
port." Harkins, a member of 
Vietnam Veterans of America, 
Tidewater Chapter 48, said that 
he strongly endorses the efforts of 
the POW/MIA National League 
of Families, which is trying to 
get the people back from Nam. 

"With all the local support in 



this area," he said, "I think that's 
what we need, so people don't 
forget this issue. It needs to stay 
alive every day. Those people are 
alive and we don't need to forget 
them." 

The Flame of Hope monument 
was formally dedicated in May of 
1973, according to Ewers. It has 
a cement base and a 34,000- 
pound granite centerpiece. It was 
built by Oceana fighter squadron 
VF-43, Oceana's construction 
battalion, with later support from 
the Jaycees. The flame was ex- 
tinguished in November of 1973 
and relit on March 25, 1984. 
How much longer it will burn, 
no one knows. 

"I would like to think that ev- 
ery POW, at some point in time, 
will become accounted for and 
they could extinguish the flame," 
Ewers said. "Until then the flame 
will burn."

Lynnhaven, Rudee Inlet Dredging 
Included In New House Bill 



The U.S. House of Representa- 
tives recently gave final approval to 
a fiscal year 1990 water projects 
bill that includes $1.88 million to 
plan phase-two of the Hampton 
Roads port-deepening project. 

Some of the money will go to 
Rudee Inlet. 

Second District Congressman 
Owen Pickett, who announced the 
House action, said the second phase 
of the Hampton Roads pr •icct could 
begin as early as fiscal year 1991 
and would consist of deepening the 
port to 55 feet. 

The approval of the planning 
money is important, he said, be- 
cause it increases the likelihood that 
larger sums for actual construction 
would be approved in the future. 

"Once the federal government 
makes a major commitment toward 
planning a public works project 
like this, you are more likely to get 
the construction money when you 
need it," he said. 

Congress authorized the deepen- 
ing of the Port of Hampton Roads 
in 1986. Phase one of the project, 



which deepened the port's outbound 
chanr'-' * > 50 feel, was completed 
last December and has been credited 
with last year's increase in coal ex- 
ports through Hampton Roads. 

Pickett said the conference 
agreement on the Energy and Water 
Development Act of 1989 contains 
funding for several other local port 
activities, including: $3.28 million 
for maintenance dredging; $500,000 
for the prevention of obstructive 
deposits; and $200,000 for the re- 
moval of the floating debris. 

The bill also includes $692,000 
and $880,000 for the dredging of 
Lynnhaven and Rudee Inlets in 
VirginialJeach, respectively. 

Funding for the dredging of 
Lynnhaven Inlet and other small 
projects had been threatened, Pickett 
said, by an administration proposal 
that would have barred federal 
dredging funds for harbors and inlets 
carrying less than 25,000 tons of 
commerce annually. 

The bill is a rejection of that 
proposal.

neciicut, with assistance from members William Paterson of New Jersey and 
Caleb Strong of Massachusetts. 

But in 1920, a handwritten draft of the Judiciary Act, discovered by histo- 
rian Charles Warren, provided clues to the authorship. Paterson wrote the 
first nine sections, setting up the structure of the court system. Ellsworth 
wrote sections ten through twenty-five, relating to jurisdictional issues. 
Twenty-six may have been the work of Strong. The rest of the bill is in the 
hand of a Senate clerk. 

Although these members of the Senate Committee were Federalists and 
favored a strong national judiciary, they devised a unique system of shared 
sovereignty, upon which both sides could agree. The law that ultimately 
emerged was ingenious. 

The Judiciary Act of 1789 created a Supreme Court, consisting of a chief 



justice and five associate justices; three circuit courts, each comprising two 
justices of the Supreme Court and a district judge; and thirteen district 
courts, each presided over by one district judge. This Act also created the of- 
fice of Attorney General, filled by our former Virginia Governor, Edmund 
Randolph. 

The intricate system of jurisdictional inter-relationships between federal 
and state courts is a distinguishing feature of our American judicial system. 
It is essentially a dual court structure, state-federal. The state courts operate 
as the judicial arm of the state government and the federal courts operate as a 
^art of the federal Government. 

It should be noted that "jurisdiction" is defined as the right of a court to 
take cognizance of a case. Federal courts have no jurisdiction unless there is 
a legitimate federal question.

suggests that if you have a one-year-old child you would like to send to col- 
lege, you should plan on saving about $1,750 per year for the next 17 years 
to send the child to a public college or $4,325 per year for a private college 
or university. 

The reason I point this out is that these figures are beyond the scope of 
America's poor and low income children and probably most middle income 
families. That is why activities like The Tidewater's Scholarship Founda- 
tion's ACCESS program are so important. VBEA wishes them great suc- 
cess in their endeavor and hopes that other groups will take on such pro- 
jects. Just imagine what could happen if some of the business organizations 
already doing wonderful work in the schools could "adopt" a group such as 
ACCESS has even if it's on a much smaller scale. 



water from the creek, there was more than enough water to put out the fire. 

"It was obyious after these tests that services to the area will be in- 
creased," District Chief Iby George said. "Not only did we have enough wa- 
ter to put out the fire, but also it took less time for the truck to hook up to 
the dry hydrant. This reduces the lime it takes uslrj respond to calls." 

As more and more people move out to the country, the dry hydrants are 
helping to provide adequate water sources in case of fire. "It's exciting to me 
that this concept started as a grassroots effort and became a success through 
the cooperation and effort of three different departments," said George. The 
dry hydrant system is so successful that plans are underway to install two 
more of them at bridges in rural parts of the city.

The Guard, he said, also is under 
the command of the President and 
may be used during a Federal ac- 
tion.

lion for Guard units in the United 
States. He said the Guard is consid- 
ered a reserve force and action taken 
by regular deployed units are 
dependent on knowing the Guard is 
available. 

Oberndorf thanked Warner for 
keeping the conference in Virginia 
Beach. 

Warner replied that he had left 
1,200 happy participants at the 
Pavilion and invited Council 
collectively or singly to contact 
him when the need arose. 

Oberndorf also thanked Warner 
for his immediate response to the 
city on many issues in the past. 

Replied Warner, "When the first 
drop of water from Lake Gaston 
comes, I'll be able to take it with 
you." 

Virginia Del. Glen Croshaw, a

Under the Judiciary Act of 1789, the state courts were untouched except in 
the requirement to observe national laws. They were given limited concur- 
rent jurisdiction with the national courts. In other words, cases arising under 
the Constitution, laws, or treaties of the United States were first heard in the 
state courts. This arrangement pleased the Anti-Federalists. 

Section 25 of the Act pleased the Federalists. It provided for appeals from 
the state courts to federal courts in all instances where it could be shown 
that the state courts had failed to give full recognition to the United States 
Constitution, federal laws, or treaties to which the United States was a 
party. This appellate jurisdiction implied the power of the federal courts to 
review the constitutionality of state legislation. 

The Senate passed the bill by a vote of 14 to 3 on July 17 and the House 
also approved. It became law when signed by President George Washington 
on September 24, 1798. Two days later, John Jay was confirmed by the 
Senate as the first chief justice of the Supreme Court. 

It was not until 1803 that a new chief justice, John Marshall, discovered 
the defect in Section 13 of the Judiciary Act. It had granted the Supreme 
Court the authority to issue writs of mandamus - court orders commanding a 
public official to perform an official, non-discretionary duty. In the landmark 
case of Marbury v. Madison, Marshall called this an unconstitutional exten- 
sion of the Supreme Court's original jurisdiction by Congress. 

This decision has been called one of the single most important decisions 
the Supreme Court ever handed down, as it established the court's power to 
review and determine the constitutionality of acts of Congress, and firmed 
the principle of judicial review of federal legislation. 

Erwin N. Griswold, in an introduction to Congressional Quarterly's Guide 
to the United States Supreme Court, writes, "Over the years, the United 
States Supreme Court has played a pivotal role not only in the interpreta- 
tion of the laws, but in the development of the country. In the early days, 
the decisions of the Court did much to unify the nation, to assist in its or- 
derly growth and to broaden federal powers."

Partners in Progress 
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VBEA, PTA And Parents Are Involved In Kids' Education 



The Virginia Beach Education 
Association, the Parents and 
Teacher Association, and the 
Virginia Beach Reading Council 
invite the community to partici- 
pate in their annual Partners In 
Learning Conference to be held 
Thursday, October 26, at Plaza 
Junior High. This year's confer- 
ence will be entitled, "Parental 
Involvement In The Schools." 

If you ask any teacher, he or 
she will tell you that the children 
who do well in school generally 
have parents or guardians who 
express concern for and value of 
education. The importance of an 
education is shared with the child 
and reinforced by talking with the 
teacher, visiting the school, and 
attending school sponsored events 
with the child. 

But, in some homes, the task 
of following a child's school ca- 
reer seems awesome when the 
parent must work long hours, has 
little or no education, and/or has 
limited transportation. Therefore, 
the focus of the October 26 con- 
ference will be how teachers, 
parents, and the school system 
can work together to help each 
other. And how we can encourage 
those who say they do not have 
time to be concerned about 
education to become concerned 
for the sake of their children. It 



sounds like a big task, doesn't it? 

Actually, getting involved in 
your child's education is not as 
time consuming as it may sound. 
Taking just a few minutes each 
day to talk to your child about 
school can make all the differ- 
ence. 

Important things are happening 
during the school day that de- 
serves to be discussed — wonderful 
things and perhaps some not-so- 
wonderful things. By giving at- 
tention to those happenings, you 
are letting your child know that 
you value the events of the 
school day. 

In less time than it takes to 
brush your teeth or eat an apple, 
you can demonstrate to your child 
that learning is important. How 
to do that in short time periods is 
the focus of brochures being dis- 
tributed by the Virginia Beach 
Education Association. 

The VBEA is joining with 
other local associations around 
Virginia in a campaign aimed at 
urging that parents demonstrate 
daily to their children how 
important they believe learning 
to be. 

"We want to help parents sup- 
port their children's learning with 
activities that require only a very 
few minutes to have a measurable 
impact," explains VBEA Presi- 



dent Claire Polley, in announcing 
the campaign and the October 26 
conference. 

"We want to impress on par- 
ents that in less time it takes to 
brush your teeth or eat an apple, 
they can ask about school or 
check a child's homework. We 
know they have concerns or in- 
formation about their children 
that we ought to know so we 
urge them to talk to the teacher " 
explained Polley. 

The patent is the child's fa- 
vorite teacher and it is from par- 
ents that children form their atti- 
tudes about the importance of 
learning. Research shows a direct 
correlation between parental in- 
volvement and school attendance, 
grades, behavior, self-esteem and 
achievement test scores. 

Although time is short, teach- 
ers firmly believe that daily ses- 
sions — maybe just three minutes 
long — can really impress a child.

Red, White And Blue 
Snowbirds Jets Will 
Perform Intricate 
Maneuvers At Oceana 



It begins with the eerie 
appearance of twinkling lights in 
the distance and concludes with 
the spectacular downward bom- 
burst that leaves ribbons of white 
smoke hanging in the sky over 
the crowd. 

In between are a series of 
intricate maneuvers that have the 
nine red, white and blue jets 
criss-crossing the stage in a cap- 
tivating display of flying preci- 
sion and grace. 

Narration highlights the ma- 
neuvers which are set to music. 
Live cockpit broadcasts allow the 
pilots to describe some maneu- 
vers as they actually happen. 
This is the flight of the Snow- 
birds. 

The Snowbirds will perform 
September 23 and 24 during the 
1989 Neptune Festival at NAS 
Oceana. 

The first several minutes fea- 
ture all nine aircraft in a number 
of precise routines, including the 
"Delta" to "Big Diamond Loop", 
the "Big Diamond Roll" and the 
"Nine-Plane Canada Burst" 

Particularly impressive is the 
sight of all nine aircraft in close 
formation as they present a sil- 
houette to the crowd. Solo ma- 
neuvers are alternated with 
formation maneuvers throughout 
the performance. An airshow au- 
dience favorite is the heart-stop- 
ping "Lag Back Cross" in which 
three aircraft appear to merge in 
front of the crowd and re-appear 
moving three different directions. 

During the show, seven aircraft 
engage in aerial ballet to the ac-

companiment of theme music. 
Such maneuvers range from the 
graceful "Goose" and "Double 
Diamond" to the dynamic 
"Rollback" and "Doubletake" 
formations. 

One of the most difficult team 
maneuvers is said to be the five- 
plane "Line Abreast Roll and 
Loop." This is because the pilots 
flying this formation have fewer 
visual cues to maintain position - 
but the visual effect of these five 
aircraft rolling and looping is one 
of the prettiest in the show. All 
of the routines are designed lo 
keep as many aircraft as possible 
in front of the audience for the 
maximum time possible. 

The closing sequence starts 
with the solos rejoin. Once re- 
joined, the nine plane formation 
loops and rolls through a series 
of maneuvers finally bursting 
from over head into nine separate 
trails of smoke that disappear in 
nine different directions. 

The Snowbirds' performance 
lasts approximately 24 minutes 
and includes 30 separate maneu- 
vers with a maximum of 10 sec- 
onds between each sequence.

After Lillian Vernon con- 
solidated its gift catalogue ful- 
fillment center in Ocean West 
Corporate Park in 1987, earnings 
in 1988 rose by 16.8 percent and 
overall sales figures saw an 11. 5 
percent increase. In July, com- 
pany officials completed the 
relocation of their computer divi- 
sion from the Mt. Vernon, NY 
headquarters to the Virginia Beach 
center. Also on the drawing 
boards are plans for a retail outlet 
which should be in place by 
1990. 

"It took three years to finalize 
the deal for Lillian Vernon's 
move to Virginia Beach," said 
Gregory H. Wingfield, president 
of FHR. "Working closely with 
the Virginia Beach Department of 
Economic Development and the 
Virginia Department of Eco- 
nomic Development, we were 
able to satisfy the many require- 
ments and questions on labor 
availability, real estate options 
and city cooperation."

Virginia mansions, the Center is 
constructed of white brick and 
light gray granite with copper 
roofs which will weather to a 
luminous green patina. The bold, 
simple forms of the building are 
enriched by granite accents and 
large deep-set windows framed in 
natural mahogany. 

Visitors enter the building 
from a shaded, cooper-roofed 
walkway into the light-filled 
interior courtyard. Rising to a 
height of 50 feet above the slate 
and granite floor, the 4,800- 
square-foot space is topped by a 
30-foot-long central skylight. 
The skylight and the grids of 
mahogany windows provide day- 
light for a grouping of large ficus 

trees which form a leafy bower in 
the center of the courtyard. 

The interior courtyard walls are 
constructed of white brick and 
granite identical to the building's 
exterior walls to create an airy, 
porch-like transition space be- 
tween the Center's open, wooded 
grounds and the carefully con- 
trolled environment of the gal- 
leries. As the hub of the build- 
ing, the interior courtyard estab- 
lishes a place of arrival and gath- 
ering and provides access to the 
Center's various facilities. Pat- 
terns established in the Interior 
Courtyard are integrated as the- 
matic forms and recur as motifs 
in the mahogany trim throughout 
the building. 

The main gallery of 5,600 
square feet will be devoted to 
20th-century art, encompassing 
the full scope of creations by 
artists of national and interna- 
tional stature. A 600-square-foot 
gallery, adjoining the main area, 
is devoted to works by local 
artists, members and students. 

Six classrooms include studios 
especially designed for painting, 
printmaking, photography and 
ceramic classes, with special fea- 
tures including a darkroom and an 
electric kiln. The studios open 
onto a shaded, outdoor courtyard 
which features a sheltered gas- 
fired kiln and a ceramics work 
area. 

The 4,800-square-foot interior 
courtyard is designed for special 
events seating 350 for dinner and 
600 for standing receptions, ad- 
joined by a catering kitchen. 

Additional features include a 
268-seat auditorium, an outdoor 
sculpture garden, a gift shop, an 
art reference library and adminis- 
trative offices. 

North-facing clearstory moni- 
tors equipped with motorized so- 
lar shades allow the galleries to 
be lit entirely by precisely con- 
trolled, indirect daylighting. For 
overcast days, evening events or 
extremely sensitive media, the 
daylighting system can be aug- 
mented or overridden by a highly 
flexible system of track lighting 
and concealed indin\ ; fluorescent 



fixtures. 

The main gallery is equipped 
with a system of movable wall 
panels and undercarpet flat wiring 
which allows the gallery to be 
reconfigured at will to accommo- 
date media ranging from painting 
and sculpture to neon and video. 
By arrangement of the movable 
wall panels, the 5, 600-square-foot 
gallery can be arranged as a single 
columnless space for one large 
exhibit or as a series of up to 14 
smaller galleries featuring several 
exhibits simultaneously. 

The building design includes 
art receiving and art storage areas, 
systems for precise control of 
humidity, temperature and light- 
ing, and high-security electronic 
intrusion and smoke detection 
systems. 

The main gallery is devoted to 
exhibits of all forms of art of this 
century, showing the national and 
international scope of our cen- 
tury's artistic production. Mu- 
seum-quality art storage facilities, 
receiving areas, security systems 
and environmental controls make 
possible the organizing of major 
shows from lenders, institutions 
and museums internationally. 

Programming planned for the 
facility includes film festivals, 
family programs, children's pro- 
gramming, small theatrical pro- 
ductions, lectures and recitals. All 
are designed to showcase 
contemporary art within an 
entertaining and educational 
gathering place for the commu- 
nity. 

The $7.5 million funding for 
the project includes $1.7 million 
from the Commonwealth of Vir- 
ginia, and $1.5 million in addi- 
tion to the grant for the land from 
the city of Virginia Beach. Indi- 
viduals and corporations 
throughout Hampton Roads, 
along with various grant sources, 
have provided $4.3 million. The 
capital campaign is ongoing 
within the private sector of the 
area. 

The Virginia Beach Center for 
the Arts traces its roots to 1952, 
with the founding of the Virginia 
Beach Arts Association, a group 
of local artists committed to 
promoting and exhibiting local 
works of art 

The group's first major ven- 
tured was an art exhibit in 1955 
along the Virginia Beach Board- 
walk, an annual four-day event 
that has grown in scope as one of 
the largest outdoor art shows in 
the country. 

In 1971, the Association 
evolved into the Virginia Beach 
Arts Center, which began teach- 
ing classes in various art media 
in addition to holding exhibi- 
tions. 

In 1975, the Arts Center 
moved to its Arctic Avenue ad- 
dress, a facility designed as a

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Parents Have Their Reasons For Choosing Cathoiic Schools 



As David and Colleen walked 
across the green bowl of lawn to 
school that first September 
morning, 1 asked myself the same 
question others has put to me: 
Why send them to a Catholic 
School? 

No, we don't have money to 
bum. Nor are we shifting to the 
school a responsibility for reli- 
gious education that is properly 
ours. We aren't, furthermore, 
avoiding the public schools. Both 
my husband and I have taught in 
public schools, and hold the local 
system in high esteem. We've 
also outgrown our adolescent no- 
tions of "defending the faith," 
having realized in adulthood that 
truth needs no defense. Why, 
then, did we choose a Catholic 
school? 

We wanted Jesus' story retold 
often, in voices besides our own. 
Through the retelling, our chil- 
dren could be saturated with the 
Gospels, as with a constant, 
gentle rain. Just as parents hope 
their offspring will treasure the 
same books they did as children 
(Ah, Charlotte's Web!), so we 
hoped they would cherish Jesus' 
words and actions. 

If Christ, who cleansed the 
leper, halted the storm, multi- 
plied the loaves, and touched the 
children, could be their hero - 
then we would not have to worry 
about their worshipping some 
drug-crazed rock star. Jesus has 
won our hearts and would, we 
hoped, capture theirs, too. 

As other experts have pointed 
out, true religious education does 
not consist of indoctrination in a 
classroom, but of initiation into 



a community 

It would be hypocritical to ex- 
pect the school to instill what we 
fail to teach, but wise parents 
know their limitations. Fortunate 
ones can turn to a larger commu- 
nity that holds the small values 
and may communicate them bet- 
ter. 

What binds many families to a 
common commitment is the 
sense that "we're all in this to- 
gether." It lifts our morale to 
meet other parents and children at 
church as well as at the shopping 
mall, to be able to discuss some- 
thing more substantive than the 
price of jeans. 

Having spent the better part of 
my life in academia, I'd be the 
last to discount intellectual de- 
velopment. But I also know there 
are more important things. 
Would my children be happy, 
kind, optimistic, and creative? 
Better that they should develop 
those qualities than earn doctor- 
ates in physics. Perhaps I've 
known too many computer 
whizzes who can't communicate, 
too many geniuses who can't 
maintain a family life. My hus- 
band and I most cherish the love 
of our family; we want a school 
that puts the same high priority 
on what's really important 

The superintendent of the ideal 
Catholic school system would 
not brag about graduates who are 
successful business executives, 
scientists, or attorneys. Instead, 
this hypothetical administrator 
would point with pride to the 
graduates who have become 
advocates for battered women and 
abused children, who have be- 



come poets, musicians, social 
activists, Eucharistic ministers 
who visit prisons. Then, we'd 
know for sure we had chosen the 
right system. 

Novelist Mary Gordon, when 
asked recently why she remains 
in the Catholic Church, with 
which she has serious disagree- 
ments, replied, "Because it's the 
only place where I see embodied a 
tradition of exposing issues of 
justice and peace to our children. 
The kindergartners still fill 
their cardboard banks with pen- 
nies for the poor, the junior high 
students collect clothes and 
canned goods. The roots of 
poverty are complex, but the 
better schools refuse to use be- 
wilderment as an excuse to ignore 
the issue. They teach their stu- 
dents that warm homes and regu- 
lar meals are gifts, that beyond 
such oases are vast areas of pain, 
and many people who need a 
healing touch. 

A woman who recently trans- 
ferred her children from a public 
to a Catholic school commented 
that her children had suddenly quit 
losing their library books. "I 
don't know why," she said, "but 
it seems to be the higher 
expectations." 

Somehow, knowing that one 
is a child of God, being con- 
stantly called God's beloved, 
boosts the self-image. The mes- 
sage of the Catholic school is, 
"Of course you will do great 
things. You were made for great- 
ness." In classes and liturgies, the 
message resounds, "Much will be 
asked of those to whom much 
has been given." 



Of course, the Catholic 
schools have their share of prob- 
lems. But the biggest differences 
between Catholic and public 
schools may lie in the former's 
realization that the origins of the 
word discipline are the same as 
those of the word disciple. When 



seen in relationship to the person 
of Christ, this takes on a new, 
more positive dimension. 

The constant reinforcement of 
good behavior is another hall- 
mark. Hugs on the playground 
and pats on the back are not un-

Kotarides Baking Co. Keeps On 
Delivering Wholesome Mary Jane 



For more than 40 years, the 
Kotarides Baking Company has 
been delivering its bread in white 
and yellow trucks, sporting the 
portrait of the wholesome-look- 
ing girl. But the company's first 
delivery vehicles were actually 
horsedrawn carts. 

The horses' home was the 
bakery's first manufacturing plant 
at 439 Church Street in Norfolk, 
established by Alex Kotarides in 
1913. Privately owned through- 
out its history, the bakery has 
remained in the family for three 
generations. 

In 1939, the bakery moved to 
its present headquarters at IS 13 
Monticello Ave. Up until that 
time, it had been marketing its 
bread under the Kotarides name. 



But with the move to a new 
facility, the family decided a new 
image was needed. Thus the name 
Mary Jane was adopted. 

The bread, packaged in yellow 
wrap, was the first bread in Tide- 
water to use bright colors in its 
packaging, making it conspicu- 
ous to shoppers on the grocery 
shelves. Mary Jane Bread also 
became the first in Tidewater to 
be packaged in plastic wrap rather 
than wax paper. 

Mary Jane Bread opened a plant 
in Portsmouth in 1974. Its sole 
function was to produce rolls for 
the fast food industry. 

In June, 1984, the company 
opened up a distribution and thrift 
store in the Norfolk Industrial 
Park to better serve its Southside 
customers.

The name of the institution 
was changed from the Virginia 
Beach Arts Center to the Virginia 
Beach Center for the Arts in early 
1988 to better reflect the variety 
of visual and performing arts 
programmed in the new facility. 

Despite the many challenges 
with space and security in the 
former 5,000-square-foot build- 
ing, the Virginia Beach Center 
for the Arts has maintained an 
aggressive program of exhibi- 
tions, special events and studio 
arts classes, attracting up to 
55,000 visitors annually. 

Local artists have been featured 
predominantly, but also talents of 
regional and national stature. 
Some of the most notable of re- 
cent exhibitions are "Energetic 
Fiber," the works of nationally 
prominent textile artists; and 
"Escober, Martin, Mischenko," 
works by multi -media illustra- 
tionists which was billed as one 
of Hampton Roads' top ten an- 
nual shows.

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Natural Gas Used By The Most Prominent Chefs 



Homeowners take note profes- 
sional chefs who spend hours in 
the kitchen prefer cooking with 
natural gas. Natural gas permits 
even cooking of food which ac- 
celerates the cooking time and 
gets the cook out of the kitchen 
more quickly. In addition, the 
U.S. Department of Energy esti- 
mates that the typical annual op- 
erating cost of a gas range is 
about half the cost of operating 
an electric range. 

Each year the "Great Chefs of 
Hampton Roads" volunteers to 
demonstrate their cooking 
prowess in the kitchen of model 
homes at Homearama but, they 
insist on using gas-fired equip- 
ment. This year 17 chefs will 
cook Monday, October 16 and 
Thursday, October 19 at Home- 
arama from 7 to 9 p.m. at 
Cheshire Forest in Chesapeake. 

Terry Marriott, executive chef 
for Uncle Louie's Restaurant in 
Norfolk, says natural gas is a ne- 
cessity when preparing her 
sauteed fish.

stove tops which allow work 
room in the middle or on either 
side of the burners. Sometimes a 
fifth burner, a griddle or a grill 
occupies the center space with a 
removable cover providing more 
work area. 

Griddles can be used to prepare 
breakfast foods and are designed 
to drain fat from foods. Grills al- 
low indoor cooking with outdoor 
flavor. For cooking fowl or 
roasts, add a rotisserie. 

The gas flame can be adjusted 
instantly to fit the pan size and 
composition as well as the type 
of cooking. Some burners pro- 



vide a higher Btu output, great 
for cooking large amount! of 
food or specialty cooking. 

Many ranges have removable 
bowls that reflect heat back to the 
pot or pan making the top burner 
up to 16 percent more efficient. 
The bowls catch spillovers and 
can be detached when a very low 
heat is needed or an extra large 
pan is used. Discoloration may 
occur on large pans. 

Pilotless ignition systems re- 
duce the amount of gas used by 
the range as much as 40 percent 
and provide instant on/off con- 
trol. The burners light automati- 
cally from either a spark or glow 
coil ignition keeping the kitchen 
cooler and gas bills lower. 

Pilotless ignition can prevent 
pilot outages that occur from 
drafts and can be lit with a match 
if necessary. Some newer ranges 
offer re-ignition features that will 
relight the burner if it is extin- 
guished. 

Down-draft or self-venting 
cooktops eliminates the need for 
an overhead vent by pulling 
steam, smoke and odors down and 
out of the kitchen. One style in- 
cludes a motorized vent at the 
back of the surface burners which 
raises and lowers by a flip of a 
switch. 

Free-standing, drop-in, built-in 
and slide-in gas ovens offer self- 
cleaning and continuous cleaning 
features. Some models are 



equipped with removable doors to 
make cleaning easier. 

Self-cleaning models have a 
high-heat cycle that reduces oven 
soil to white ash that can be 
cleaned with a damp cloth. 

They also have more insula- 
tion, making it more energy effi- 
cient and keeping the kitchen 
cooler. The cost of operating a 
self-cleaning cycle is approxi- 
mately 25 cents per cycle. A can 
of oven cleaner cost much more. 

Continuous-cleaning ovens 
have specially treated walls that 
clean while the oven is baking or 



broiling. This system, though 
less expensive to buy and oper- 
ate, does not clean as well as the 
self-cleaning oven. Regular 
cleaning with a sudsy wash cloth 
after each use is recommended. 

Natural gas convection ovens 
are also available. They use up to 
30 percent less gas than a 
conventional oven with a contin- 
uous pilot light. A high-speed 
fan circulates the hot air around 
the food, speeding up cooking 
time. Cooking starts immediately 
with no preheating required.

Taking proper care of your range is important in making the 
appliance last longer and keeping it efficient. 
Here are a few tips on how to get the most out of your gas range: 

• Save and comply to manufacturer's instructions for your range. 

• Use the range for cooking, not for heating the room. 

• Sometimes the burner ports (holes around the burner where the 
flame comes out) become clogged. To clean them, use a fine wire, 
paper clip or a pipe cleaner, do not use toothpicks or matches. 

• Check the burner and make sure it is blue in color; if it is yel 
low, then it is not getting enough oxygen. 

? On all ovens, clean the sealing around the oven door occasionally 
and check for worn gaskets that might allow heat loss. 

• To make cleaning a bit easier, turn on a self-cleaning oven right 
after the oven has been used for cooking. 

• To make the broiler easier to clean, immediately pour fat and 
drippings from the pan. Sprinkle pan and grid with soap or detergent; 
cover with wet paper towels and let soak. Wash in usual manner 
when cool. 

• Do not cover the oven bottom with aluminum foil. It might 
cover openings and hamper heat and air circulation. 

• To protect the oven bottom from spillovers, place a sheet of alu 
minum foil or a cookie sheet on the oven rack below the one being 
used. The entire rack should not be covered with foil as it might pre- 
vent air flow. Always leave at least one inch of air space on any rack.

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Virginia Marine 
Science Museum 
Is Really Alive 



Visitors to the new Virginia 
Marine Science Museum can see 
a school of 75-pound red drum 
fish swim by their noses and pick 
up a giant prehistoric-looking 
horseshoe crab. 

They can walk among the liv- 
ing plants in the Coastal Plain 
River Room and watch live tur- 
tles sunning on a log and they 
can examine the magnified, razor- 
sharp mouth of a horsefly. 

They can take a journey of 
water through Virginia, follow- 
ing a raindrop from the moun- 
tains to the sea, and they can ex- 
perience man's relationship to the 
marine environment by working 
their muscles with a pair of oys- 
ter tongs or by testing their 
"population solutions" with a 
computer. 

Virginia Beach, the only city 
located on both the Atlantic 
Ocean and the Chesapeake Bay, 
was destined by nature to become 
the site of this museum which 
focuses exclusively on Virginia's 
marine environment. 

Since the doors opened in 
1986, over 1,000,000 visitors, 
residents and school children have 
toured the facility for a close-up 
look at this unique world. In 
addition, the museum has been 
the highest attended museum in 
the state of Virginia for the past 
two years. 

The museum is located at 717 
General Booth Boulevard on 
Owls Creek salt marsh. An one- 
fifth mile long outdoor boardwalk 
provides the ideal setting for a 
first hand view of the marsh and 
its birds, fiddler crabs and other 
wildlife. 

"We're first and foremost an 
education institution," said Mu- » 
seum Director C. Mac Rawls. 
"We're very excited about the 
museum's potential for teaching 
through seeing and experimenta- 
tion." 

New this year is the Chesa- 
peake Bay Marine Learning Lab, 
a program that brings live marine 
specimens into school to help 
students and teachers understand 
the need for conservation of the 
Chesapeake Bay. Public and pri- 
vate schools within a SO mile ra- 
dius are eligible to participate in 
the project which offers five pro- 
grams. 

The impetus for this look at 
Virginia's marine environment 
began a decade ago when Virginia 
Beach City Council, the school 



board and a group of interested 
citizens were determined to meet 
the need for marine education in 
the state. E. Verner Johnson and 
Associates of Boston, a firm that 
has participated, in the planning 
and design of more than* SO mu- 
seums, was hired to create the 
museum's master plan. 

The plan called for a 41,500 
square-foot facility housing 
nearly 100,000 gallons of fresh 
and saltwater aquariums in com- 
bination with numerous hands-on 
exhibits to involve the visitor in 
every aspect of the state's marine 
environment. 

The largest aquarium is the 
magnificent 50,000-gallon 
Chesapeake Bay tank, which rep- 
resents the area from the Chesa- 
peake Bay beach to the first is- 
land of the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge-Tunnel. A touch tank 
simulates the shallow waters of 
the bay were visitors can pick up 
the horseshoe crab and other 
harmless bay animals. The floor 
of the hall slopes downward as 
the aquarium gets deeper. Visitors 
descend, as though they are 
walking under the waves, and 
come face-to-face with over 48 
species of fish found in the 
Chesapeake Bay. 

More than 60 major exhibits 
also use hands-on technology to 
inform and challenge museum 
visitors. These exhibits include a 
marine weather room and seawa- 
ter chemistry experiments. 

Throughout the year public 
programs offer many additional 
education opportunities for mu- 
seum visitors. Daily programs 
include fish feedings, guided tours 
and special presentations in dif- 
ferent areas of the museum. 

Special curricula have been de- 
veloped for grades kindergarten 
through 12. Last year, the mu- 
seum's education department 
hosted more than 35,000 chil- 
dren. 

Special group rates are avail- 
able for prearranged visits. Gen- 
eral admission fees are $3.75 for 
adults; $3 for children, ages four 
through 12; $3 for senior citizens 
and free for children, three and 
under. 

The museum is open daily, 
except Christmas and New Years' 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Call 425- 
FISH for other information. 
Admission is charged. Special 
'group rates are available for 
prearranged visits.

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Va. Wesleyan Leads State In Enrollment Increase 



Virginia Wesleyan College is 
located on 300 acres along the 
Norfolk/Virginia Beach city 
lines. It is the only private four- 
year liberal arts college in Eastern 
Virginia. Founded 28 years ago, 
Wesleyan opened with only 75 
students and now has an enroll- 
ment of 1,261 (Fall 1988). Stu- 
dents come from 29 states, the 
District of Columbia, Puerto 
Rico, and 10 foreign countries. 
Slightly over half the students 
live on campus. Bachelor of Arts 
degrees are offered in more than 
30 areas, including business and 
pre-professional programs. The 
College has a growing Adult 
Studies Program with evening, 
weekend and early-morning 
classes. 

Observing its 25th anniversary 
three years ago, the College has 
good reason to celebrate. Virginia 
Wesleyan led the state in 1986-87 
with the highest percentage in- 
crease in enrollment of any four- 
year public or private college 
(11.6 percent).

Life-Saving Museum 
Presents War Years 



"Battles might be won or lost, 
enterprises succeed or miscarry; 
territories might be gained or 
quitted, but dominating all our 
power to carry on the war, or 
even keep ourselves alive, was 
our mastery of the ocean routes 
and the free approach and entry to 
our ports. . .the only thing that 
ever really frightened me during 
the war was the U-boat peril.'' - 
Winston Churchill. 

The Lifesaving Museum of 
Virginia announces the opening 
of a totally new permanent ex- 
hibit on the WAR YEARS. The 
new gallery presents an illustrated 
history of the Battle of the At- 
lantic and its savage impact on 
east coast shipping during the 
first six months of 1942. With 
the Japanese rapidly advancing in 
the Pacific, Rommel defeating 
the British army in Libya, Malta 
beseiged, it was a dark winter, 
soon to be become darker as the 
Germans launched operation 
Paukenschlag (drumroll) against 
our merchant ships, travelling 
almost undefended along 2,000 
miles of shoreline, from Key 
West to Halifax. 

During the first six months of 
1942, German submarines sta- 
tioned along the East Coast sank 



360 merchant ships, totalling 
2,250,000 gross tons. The U.S. 
Navy, which now incorporated 
the U.S. Coast Guard, could only 
defend the merchant- shipping 
with too few cutters, blimps and 
patrol planes to establish a pro- 
tective convoy system. Many of 
the experienced personnel from 
the Life Savings stations went to 
sea on anti-submarine craft. The 
second U-boat sunk by American 
forces during the war, U-352, fell 
victim to the 165 foot cutter, 
ICARUS, skippered by Ll Mau- 
rice Jester, former keeper of the 
Chincoteague, Virginia, Coast 
Guard station. Jester had enlisted 
as a surfman in 1917. Coast 

Guard men and women (SPARS) 
continued traditional duties such 
as beach patrol, coastal rescues as 
well as wartime port security and 
ammunition loading. 

Americans living along the 
eastern seaboard in 1942 remem- 
ber the sight of burning ships and 
oil on the beaches. Because of 
wartime censorship they were 
told very little about the deadly 
game offshore. The new exhibit 
documents the struggle with 
photographs and artifacts from

2,000 Rescue Squad Volunteers 
Meet At Pavilion Convention

As part of its 55th annual week- 
end convention at the Pavilion, the 
Virginia Association of Rescue 
Squads will hold a parade on At- 
lantic Avenue on Friday, Sept. 29 
at 7 p.m. 

Almost 2,000 volunteers from 
across the state will participate in 
the parade, which will begin at 31st 
Street and proceed south to 19th 
Street. 

One-hundred teams .will compete 
in categories including Best 
Appearing Rescue Squad, Best 
Marching Unit and the Most 
Unique.

functions and team competitions. 

Although most larger cities have 
paid rescue workers, Virginia 
Beach, along with the more rural 
areas of the state, is strictly volun- 
teer. The rescue squad is a division 
of the Emergency Medical Services, 
a city agency that assists the rescue 
squads with training as well as pro- 
viding them with a station. Most 
rescue squads are housed in fire sta- 
tions; the Virginia Beach Rescue 
Squad is the only one in the city 
with its own station. 



Dyer said his rescue squad, which 
has 72 volunteers, answers 911 
calls dispatched through the police 
department. They respond to gun 
shot wounds, heart attacks, minor 
cuts and major traumas, just to 
name a few. 

"We're a pretty busy rescue 
squad," said Dyer, who added that 
the Virginia Beach Rescue Squad 
responds to 3,000 calls per year, 
with Plaza and Kempsville Rescue 
Squads following close behind. 

"We stay up all hours of the

"Making The Grade" Program Addresses Youth In Crisis

One hundred forty people from 
18 different locales met recently at 
Portsmouth Psychiatric Center to 
discuss "Making the Grade," a 
United Way sponsored program to 
address youth in crisis. 

Virginia Beach Mayor Meyera 
Oberndorf, parents, teachers, stu- 
dents, government leaders and hu- 
man service agencies discussed the 
troublesome problems local kids are 
facing. The six areas of focus in- 
cluded functional illiteracy, juvenile 
crime, school dropouts, substance 
abuse, teenage pregnancy and youth 
unemployment. The program will 
cater to youth between the ages of 9 
and 18. 

According to Nellie Hayes of 
Virginia Beach, executive director 
of the local Colonial Coast Girl 
Scout Council, which is one of the 
program's national sponsors, there 
were 508 unwanted pregnancies re- 
ported with girls aged 15 to 19 in 
1985. The number of 17-year-olds 
who couldn't read at the high school 
level was 346, and 1,176 teenagers 
dropped out of school before high 
school graduation. The total num- 
ber of minors arrested for crimes 
was 2,875. 



The purpose of the 
"Making the Grade" 
program is "to ad- 
dress the six areas 
and to form task 
forces in each of 
these locales and 
combat the problem 
in each of these ar- 
eas. 
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"All youths today are facing 
tremendous peer pressure, commu- 
nity shortfalls, school shortfalls and 
families in transition," Hayes said. 
"These problems cross all stratas of 
society and the community." 

The purpose of the "Making the 
Grade" program, according to Ellie 
Grumiaux, United Way associate 
executive director for marketing and 
communications, is "to address the 
six areas and to form task forces in 
each of these locales and combat the 
problem in each of these areas." 

The facilities available to each of 
the individual cities will determine 
how the program will be conducted 



The various locales, from the East- 
em Shore to Williamsburg, will 
meet again in January to discuss 
each city's progress, successes and 
failures with the program. 

"We're going to try to work to- 
gether within all the structures to 
collaborate to find solutions in the 
six areas," Hayes said. 

The program began approxi- 
mately three years ago as a product 
of the National Collaboration for 
Youth, based in Washington, D.C. 
The organization worked closely 
with ABC television and put to- 
gether a Barbara Walters special 
which focused on the six youth 
problem areas. 

After the show aired, the Na- 
tional Collaboration for Youth 
contacted the Girl Scouts, who in 
return contacted the United Way. A 
task force was formed and the 
United Way and the Junior League 
of Virginia Beach took on the re- 
sponsibilities of starting the pro- 
gram. Other participating sponsors 
include 4-H Clubs, American Red 
Cross, Big Brothers/Big Sisters and 
the First Hospital Corporation 
Menial Health System. 

"We've been working together for 
several months getting materials 
together," Grumiaux said. "It's a 
strong program and it involves a lot 



of the real leaders." 

The United Way is an umbrella 
organization that raises money to 
help finance 60 local agencies re- 
lated to health and human services. 
The United Way, which represents 



five cities, set its goal for this year 
at $16,353,000. 

The "Making the Grade" program 
required no financing; it is strictly a 
volunteer effort. Each agency in-

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Higgins Will Be Missed

The nation's attention was recently focused on the death of Colonel Hig- 
gins USMC and the significance of its symbolism. 

This despicable act of terrorism has polarized public opinion repulsing 
most but cheering some who see the act as a means of improving the body 
politic. While I decry the symbolic attack on America and am revulsed by 
the nature of Colonel Higgins death, I am more disturbed over the certainty 
that Colonel Higgin's memory will soon fade in the swirl political rhetoric. 
In our society, symbols and heroes are transitory images that seem to be 
easily replaced. Perhaps the ease with which we replace our symbols is due 
in part to their remoteness from us. 

That we seem destined to forget Colonel Higgins because he was remote 
from us is perhaps the final irony to his death because Rich Higgins was 
anything but remote to his friends, a group that I number myself among. In 
hopes that I can hold back the nation's amnesia by making at least this one 
symbol less remote, I would like to introduce you to my friend Rich, be- 
cause my friend was truly unforgettable to those of us who knew him. 

Above all else, Rich was a gentleman who treated all people with a rare 
courtesy, that spoke volumes about this concern for his fellow man. He was 
a man of rich and warm humor, with whom you were never ill at ease. His 
thirst for life was infectious and his personal example was a magnet that 
drew from associates and subordinates their best personal efforts. 

He was an exceptional officer of Marines. That he was successful in his 
chosen pursuit was evident in his awards and promotions, that he loved what 
he was doing was apparent in his enthusiasm. His years of service game 
him a rare insight into the value of human life with the realization that the 
loss of one somehow diminished us all. 

Generous, he never checked a calendar or a clock to make time for a 
friend, for his time was a gift to be given freely to those friends. He was a 
practiced listener and a enthralling spinner of tales. He was never neutral, 
holding opinions on the issues around him, but always open to the opinion 
of others.

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From time to time I am afforded the luxury of sitting back to think of all 
the things that make Virginia Beach a special city. And at these times, it 
never ceases to amaze me the number of volunteers who give of their rime 
in meeting the needs of the community. 

Recently, in August, I attended a meeting of the Virginia Beach Mayor's 
Committee for the Disabled to honor their outgoing chairman, Steve John- 
son, and to meet the new officers. As I looked around, I was reminded of the 
charge of the committee and the volunteers who serve on it. 

The VBMCD was organized to assist the disabled community in Virginia 
Beach. They propose programs and services in health, education, welfare, 
employment and recreation. They meet with other committees, agencies, and 
organizations to review and make recommendations on legislative matters 
concerning the disabled. 

Membership on the committee is made up of ten citizens representing a 
cross-section of various disabilities; ten representatives of organizations in 
the private sector that provides services to the disabled; and representatives 
of city agencies that offer the full support of the city's resources. 

In the past, members of the committee have helped inspect building plans 
to make sure that they were fully accessible, developed plans for safer side- 
walk ramps, suggested safely regulations for moped riders, demonstrated the

Among our basic expectations of public education is that it produces 
well-informed and law-abiding citizens. One volunteer group that has worked 
closely with the schools for over a decade in teaching students about our le- 
gal system is the Virginia Beach Court Docent Program. 

Recognizing the importance of educating students about our judicial sys- 
tem, the Virginia Beach Bar Association has supported this program finan- 
cially from its inception. Others who have given assistance or served as 
sponsors have been the City of Virginia Beach, the General District and 
Circuit Court judges, the Virginia Beach Public Schools, the Clerk's Office, 
and the Sheriffs Department. 

The first court tour of the new school year was recently taken by govern- 
ment students from Cox High School. Their "Day in Court" began with 
their participation in a mock trial from 9 to 10 a.m. in which they learned 
the functions of the officers of the court. Then, they visited traffic court and 
sat in a reserved section near the front. Next, they observed circuit court. 
After their brown bag lunch, their tour ended at the correctional facility 
where they had a firsthand look at a cell. After all, jail is often the final step 
in the judicial process. 

Fran Bryant, program director, had met earlier with the volunteer docents, 
who conduct the tours and serve as teaching guides. She announced that 71

tours are planned for this school year. In addition to the eight high schools, 
tours will also be available for the first time for government students of the 
Career Development Center. 

Another innovation this year is the volunteer assistance of Steve Moore, 
an ODU student who plans to go to law school. He will help with the 
Docket Call, the program's newsletter, and will also prepare a court-related 
hot-line card, with emergency and other telephone numbers which will be 
available for the young people. 

Melinda Perkins, the training coordinator, distributed material for the do- 
cent notebooks, including information about new and amended statutes 
which went into effect July 1, 1989. Her husband, William L. Perkins, a 
member of the Virginia Beach Bar Association, prepared a condensed version 
of several of the new laws, which would be of interest to students.

Maryland artist Susan Tamule- 
vich will present a lecture and 
workshop titled "Functional De- 
sign" on Oct. 12 and 13 at the 
Virginia Beach Center for the Arts. 
Tamulevich, a contemporary 
artist, writer and designer in the 
Washington, D.C. area, is one of 
14 professional artists who present 
visual and performing arts work- 
shops throughout the state under 
the auspices of the Virginia Mu- 
seum of Fine Art's affiliate pro- 
gram. The Center for the Arts is 
one of 27 museum affiliates. 

As recently as five years ago, 
many artists took a dim view of 
functional-design craftsmen and in- 
dustrial designers whose principal 
work was the design and production 
of furniture. Today, a great number 
of artists - either at the request of 
galleries to take part in a specific 
exhibition, or for personal reasons • 
have decided to give applied design 
a try. 

When artists turn their full tal- 
ents to the design of functional ob- 
jects, their sensitivity to form, ma- 
terial and function can result in 
truly spectacular creations, inven- 
tive in ways that would never occur 
to the linear-thinking designer.

The realization that 68 percent of the general public is willing tq, pay 
more taxes to be able to reduce class size to 15 student in the early grades 
should help reluctant politicians to exert leadership in this area. VBEA lead- 
ers have been discussing the need to reduce class sizes in the primary grades 
at nearly every Association meeting conducted over the last several months. 
Members are adamant that the rhetoric be replaced with action and that seri- 
ous reductions in class size begin at once. 

Understanding that there is never enough money to go around, most 
teachers say that if you can't reduce class size across the board in the primary 
grades, then at least reduce it in those classes that contain large numbers of 
students who score in the bottom quartile of reading and math tests. 

The ramification of this type of priority setting is significant. It means 
that teachers in one school or classroom might have class sizes at the levels 
we see in all Virginia Beach schools today and that teachers in other 
schools/classrooms might have much smaller classes of 15 students. 

The goal in both schools/classrooms would be to teach each student as 
much as possible and insure that all students would meet the required stan- 
dards for promotion. The difference would be that the teacher with the fifteen 
students would for the first time have* class size small enough to spend the 
amount of time necessary to help her children succeed. 

Teachers have known for years that failing a child and making the child 
repeat the grade level is a poor substitute to helping the child succeed the 
first time. The issue that must be understood is that all students do not have 
the same needs. Some students learn fifster than others and are better prepared 
to leam than others. The objective of the schools should be to help each 
child, each student, be academically successful. 

A new notion of equity must be understood and developed for our school 
system. Equity must be based on the needs of the children, not merely the 
number of children. „.

We ask for 
money once a year," Dyer said. 

Dyer said that the city's rescue 
squads may some day receive pay- 
ment for their work, but he's in no 
hurry. 

"Everyone needs to give some- 
thing back to the community. It 
gets the adrenaline pumping," he 
said. "It's the satisfaction you re- 
ceive when you give someone 
something and expect nothing in 
return." 



lor vehicle because there was always some question as to whether or not a 
person was "in public" when he or she was inside his/her own automobile, 
and the public could not see that alcohol was being consumed. 

The City of Virginia Beach has also passed a new law, effective last 
April, which is sometimes referred to as the "open container ordinance." 
This prohibits the possession of an open container which contains alcoholic 
beverages in public and specifically in passenger spaces of a motor vehicle. 
This ordinance prevents persons from walking up and down the streets with 
open containers even though they are not drinking at the time. 

Another new Section of the state statute provides that any person who, 
while driving under the influence of alcohol or other drugs unintentionally 
caused the death of another person, shall be guilty of involuntary 
manslaughter. The punishment for involuntary manslaughter is up to five 
years in the penitentiary and/or a fine of $1 ,000. 

Prior to the passage of this statute, in order to prove involuntary 
manslaughter in the operation of a motor vehicle, the Commonwealth was 
required to demonstrate that the driver of the vehicle was "grossly negli- 
gent." With this statute, there is no longer a need to prove the driver grossly 

negligent because proof of driving while intoxicated will be sufficient 
enough for the conviction. 

Another new law concerns drug transactions on or near schools. It is now 
unlawful for persons under the age of 18 to possess, with the intent to dis- 
tribute, any controlled substance, such as marijuana, on any school prop- 
erty, school bus, or within 1,000 feet of such school property. Violation of 
this Section shall constitute a separate and distinct felony. 

The new statute changes the old law and provides that persons under 18 
can be convicted of this violation where previously they could not, so all 
students are subject to this law. In addition, the punishment has been greatly 
increased. Previously, persons found guilty were subject to a fine of $1,000 
and now the maximum fine has been raised to $100,000. In addition, there 
is a prison term of not less than one nor more than five years. This is a 
separate and distinct defense, so a person can be prosecuted for this offense 
as well as the usual existing offenses involving the sale and possession of 
drugs. 

Responsibility for the preservation of law and order has a new meaning 
for students who take these court tours. Perhaps one of the most dramatic 
lessons of the day is witnessing convicted felons being led off to jail and 
noting the traumatic effect on their grieving relatives.
